The Navy Department has 
almost completed its experiments in the 
use of oll as fuel upon warships, and 
the announcement is made the experi- 
ments have proven satisfactory, al- 
though there is one difficulty that has 
not yet been overcome. That is the 
percolation of oi] gases throughout the 
ships, with fesultant danger from ex- 
plosion. Thé importance of these tests 
lies in the fact that if it is shown that 
petroleum can be used with safety and 
without the objectionable feature of 
heat too intefise for firemen to bear, 
the United States Navy will lead ev- 
ery other naval establishment in the 
world in its ability to provide cheaper, 
more powerful and more easily ob- 
tained means of firing the furnaces of 
war vessels. 

Next to the United States, Russia is 
better provided with a means for se- 
curing ol] fuel than any other great 
marine power, bat to carry it to the 
sea by train or pipe line, the output of 
the Russian pet fields would 
make oll a fuel more expensive than 
coal. 


No such tests, from the standpoint 
of severity and thoroughness, has ever

Devitte is a ma- 
chinist and secretary of the union, 
which is now out on strike against the 
Union Pacific Railroad Company.

RAILROAD RAISES WAGES. 
SEVEN THOUSAND AFFECTED.

CHICAGO, Aug. %.—Nearly every 
one of the 7000 conductors, brakemen 
and train baggagemen of the entire 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy sys- 
tem will receive a increase 
in wages September 1. Under the gen- 
eral readjustment the $45 per month 
brakeman will be a thing of the past, 
as the minimum will be $50. The 
monthly wages of passenger brakemen 
will be advanced from $50 to $55, collec- 
tors and train baggagemen from $55 
to $60.

TALKS ON ORGANIZATION. -

CHAUTAUQUA (N. Y.) Aug. 9.— 
Senator Hanna of Ohio addressed an 
audience of 30,000 people at Cautauqua 
today, upon “Labor and Capital.“ 
Among other things, he said: 

“Organized labor is an institution that 
has come to stay. In its early days 
organized labor went upon the theory 
that the only way to settle labor dif- 
ferences was to str'ke, but my 
theory is that it is becoming recognized 
that there is a better way to settie 
such differences. The Civic Federa- 


tion is trying to establish a condi-: 


tion of absolute confidence between 
employer and employé. This is the 


only way that I know of to settle the. 


dispute between capital and labor. 
“We must forget the idea that 
there are any classes in our gov- 
ernment; we must forget that there 
is any difference between the man 
who labors with his hands and the 
man who labors with his brain. We 
must strive to bring the different fac- 
tions together, on the ground that 
both sides want to do what is right. 


— 


It is a fact that more than 50 per 
cent. of the strikes in this country have 
been settled in favor of the 1 rers. 
We must concede, then, that they are 
right in the majority of cases, and 
capital is wrong. 

“I believe that labor leaders are just 
as honest, just as sompenent to dis- 
cuss and act upon these great questions 
as are the capitalists. Give them 
credit for this and you will form a 
trust which will need no constitutional 


amondment—a trust in each other. | 


Whenever you talk about rrgarised 
capital in this country forming mo- 


nmopolies you talk nonsense. There is 


no monopoly in this country except 
such as are protected by patents. 

“Organized capital is just as reces- 
sary to get the proper conditions of m- 
dustry as organized labor. Organized 
capital has come to stay just as or- 
ganized labor has come to stay and for 
the same.season—it is necessary. You 
cannot separate the interests of capi- 
tal and labor. If it is good for ene 
to be organized for any purpore it 1s 
good for the other for the same reason. 
The combination of capital has 
brought to our industrial ‘nstitui:ons 
greater economic results: it has 
Drought an increase in trade and 
higher wages to the labor as capita: 
is organized and produces beneficial ie- 
sults, labor which was organized many 
years before will be the first to feel 
and recognize its effects.”

CHICAGO, Aug. 9.—Walter A. Scott, 
president of the Illinois Wire Com- 
pany, was stabbed to death in his 
private office in the Monadnock build- 
ing today by Walter L. Stebbings, a 
civil and consulting engineer, with of- 
fices in the same building. Stebbings 
had done some work for the Illinois 
Wire Company, over which there had 
been a dispute. The two men had a 
quarrel, and Stebbings, it is said, 
called Scott a liar. There was a 
scuffle and the two burst from the 


Scott's wounds. He had been stabbed 
twice. Stebbings made no attempt to 
escape. 

Stebbings, when arrested, said he 
had struck Scott in self defense, and 
that he had not intended injuring him 
seriously. 

The fight was witnessed by Miss 
Myrtle Schumate, a stenographer in 
Scott's office, who ran screaming into 
the hall. Occupants of other offices 
notified the police, who placed Steb- 
bings under arrest. 

According to Mrs. Schumate’s story, 
the two men were in Scott’s private 
office for nearly an hour disputing pver 
a claim for $3000. Suddenly the door 
was thrown open and the men stag- 

into the outer office, kicking each 

other and using their fists. Stebbin 
held a long paper knife in his right 
band, and the weapon could be seen 
flashing as the men struggled. Steb- 
bings suddenly struck t in the 
body. The blow was repeated a mo- 
ment later. Scott s back and

Scott was 43 years old. He leaves a 
widow and one son, who are visiting 
in the Fast.

WHEN BRIDGES BREATHE. 


Changes of Temperature Cause Move- 
ments of Expansion Which Materially 
Alter Dimensions. 
{Answers:] Though to speak of 
bridges breathing appears passing 
strange, nevertheless inanimate struc- 
tures are never still for a moment dur- 

their live-long day. 
he Britannia bridge, for instance, 
which is 400 feet long under norma! cir- 
cumstances, is from halt to three inches 
longer at 3 p.m. than it is 12 hours 
after, according to the amount of sun- 


shine it is subjected to, which draws 
it sometimes an inch upward if the 


one side when the sun increases its 
temperature laterally, though the heav- 
jest train will only bend it half an inch 
at any time. In like manner intense 
cold will cage a bridge to shrink more 
appreciably” 

To show how intense the cold must 
have been, we have only to point out 
that Southwark bridge over the Thames 
which, however, is only about one- 
ninth the length of Brooklyn bridge, 
only rose in the center to the amount 
of one and one-half inches for 50 deg. 
rise in temperature. To allow for ex- 
pansion or contraction, the builder of 
the Clifton Suspension Bridge provided 
the ends of the roadway with hinged 
flaps eight t long, which allow of 
perfect freedom of movement, and the 
makers of the Tower bridge, which is 
about two and one-half inches longer 
in the summer than in winter, made a 


After the choir of Bristol Cathedral 
was covered with sheet lead in 1851, it 
was — — two years later that, 
notwithstanding the fact .that the 
length of the covering was sixty feet, 
and its depth nineteen and one-third 
feet, it had crawled down bodily for 
eighteen inches, drawing out nails from 
the rafters'in its course, which had 
been driven in to arrest its progress. 
The explanation of the movement lies 
in the fact that the lead naturally ex- 
panded more freely downward than up- 
ward, when subjected to the sun's 
heat, and that when it contracted at 
night it drew its upper edge after it, 
in preference to climbing up to it. 

The Eiffel Tower, like the Britannia

NEW BATTLESHIPS 
BIGGEST YET. 


Construction of the Connecticut 
and Louisiana a Triumph of 
Naval Architecture—Provision for 
1 5 ort of Men and Officers. 


ASHINGTON, Aug. 4.—Bids have 

just peen invited for the construc- 

tion of two battleships for our 
navy, which, when completed, will be 
without their equals in any other serv- 
ice. Together, they will represent 
thirty-six thousand tons of steel-shod 
might, and each will be a tax upon 
| Uncle Sam's purse of not less than 
four millions of dollars for their hulls 
and engines alone. Their batteries, 
their armor, and their manifold equip- 
ments will represent two millions more 
apiece. 

The navy and the nation at large 
were disappointed last year when Con- 
gress failed to provide for any new 
ships, limiting authority to the drafting 
of designs, but the failure, provided 
no war lurks in the near future, will 
be to our benefit. The ships planned 
are the richer for a year’s experience 
abroad and the better for twelve 
months’ deliberation given their de- 
sign. Several questions of a technical 
mature, heretofore bones of no in- 
considerable contention, have been 
threshed out in the meanwhile and cer- 
tainly settled for some years to come; 
'while innovations that mark the ad- 
' vance of the mechanic arts in some di- 
rections will make these ships vastly 
superior to anything yet planned, 
| The principal features and general 
characteristics of these navigable 
fortresses are not easily made plain in 
cold figures; but by persons with a 
sense of magnitude and an apprecia- 
tion of dimensions something can -be 

from the facts that each will 
be 450 feet long on the water line, the 
Ponderous ram stretching beyond that 
low the water; that they will have 
a mum beam of nearly 77 feet, 
and that a run around the main deck 
from bow to stern and back would be 
a good fifth of a mile. The vessel's 
main decks stand nearly eighteen feet 
above the water, and their great es 
below the line of red are no less than 
24% feet down. In dead weight, when 
ready for trial, each ship will repre- 
sent quite 16,000 tons, and when ready 
for sea and with all stores aboard will 
be two thousand tons heavier. It would 
take a string of ordinary carts fully 
fifty miles long to draw the material 
for such ships. Engines of 16,500 in- 
power are to drive the 


ships at a full of eighteen knots 
an hour—the nautical valent om 
rly twenty-one stat miles;

that the ships may have a wide radius 
of action, their coal kers will carry 
2200 tons. Each craft will be a verita- 
ble floating town, for the complement 
will number eight hundred souls. 
Designed primarily for offence, _ 
ordnance of such a craft makes 
first popular appeal. Each chip will 
carry no fewer than seventy-six guns— 


the number taking us back to those 
bristli ships of the line of decades 
gone. ese guns constitute the main 


and the secondary batteries. The main 
battery will be of four 
12-inch, eight 8-inch, and a dozen 
7-inch breechioading rifies; while the 
secondary battery will consist of 
twenty 14-pounders, twelve 3-pounders, 
six I1-pounders of an automatic type, 
two I1-pounders of a semi-automatic 
type, two 3-inch field pieces for landing 
parties, and eight smaller machine 
guns. The 7-inch guns of the main 
battery are, strictly speaking. rapid- 
fire guns, while the whole of the sec- 
ondary battery is such, the rates of 
fire there ranging all the way from ten 
rounds a minute to two hundred rounas 
a minute—the latter being the speed af 
the full automatic i-pounders, while 
the smaller machine guns being able 
to squirt shot as a hose plays water— 
in a continuous stream. The 12-inch 
guns will fire once every sixty seconds, 
the 8-inch guns once every fifty sec- 
onds, and the 7-inch guns three times 
a minute. These are fair rates for 
continued work in action. In practice 
spurts, with well-drilled crews, better 
may be done for a brief while, but that 
isn’t the work that must tell in the hour 
of conflict. The 7-inch gun is the novel 
feature of the batteries of these ships. 
At Indian Head, an experimental gun 
of this caliber developed the remark- 
able velocity of 3000 feet a second—its 
projectile weighing 165 pounds, and its 
propelling charge being only 74 pounds 
of smokeless powder. It is nearly as 
Speedy in action as the less powerful 
inch rapid-fire gun. and, in battering 
effect, within probable fighting ranges, 
will be pretty nearly as effective as 
the inch gun of slower action. In 
a minute's discharge, on either broad- 
Side, the Connecticut, or her classmate, 
could send hurtiing toward an enemy 
eight 12-inch prefectiles, each weigh- 
ng pounds; eight 68-inch sheils. 
each weighing 250 pounds, and eighteen 
inch shots, each we'ghing 165 pounds 
—a total mass of armor-piercing steel 
of more than five tons speeding toward 
its target at a startling rate of not 
feet a second. At 2000 
yards—probably a fair range for future 
battles—the 12-inch shot would go un- 
deformed through twenty-one inches of 
the hardest armor yet fashioned; the 
inch shell would bore its way, unin- 
injured, through nearly twelve inches 
of the same material; while the quick- 
firing 7-inch projectile would master 
its ten inches of Krupp steel. 

The four 12-inch guns are mounted In 
two heavily-armored illiptical turrets 
of the balanced type, with slanting 
faces twelve inches thick. These tur- 
rets will revolve through 270 deg., and 
their controlling mechanisms, ammu- 
nition hoists, etc., will be sheltered 
within barbettes having a maximum 
thickness of ten inches, which will 
reach down to the protecting spread of 
the armor deck. The 8-inch guns, 
also mounted in pairs, will be placed 
in four turrets of like pattern, hav- 
ing slanting faces six and a habt 
inches in thickness. These guns train 
through ares of 136 deg., from dead 
ahead or dead astern—according to lo- 
cation—back toward the opposite di- 
rection. The 7-inch guns, six of which 
will be on each broadside, are placed 
on the gun deck. The forward and 
after gun of each broadside will be 
able to fire directly ahead and directly 
astern, respectively, and all of them 
will train through arcs of 120 dez., 
and be so mounted in re@ntering ports 
that they can be housed within the 
line of the side armor, thus keeping 
out of the reach of buffet! seas, and 
guarding against harm, when going 
into dock, or moving in a crowded 
waterway.

is the chief charm of the arrangement 
of the 7-inch battery. 

The 14-pounder guns of the secondary 
battery—weapone that can send their 
shots through three inches of hardened 
steel a mile distant—are mounted for- 
ward and aft of the 7-inch guns on the 
gun deck, on the main deck in the su- 
perstructure, between the 8-inch tur- 
rets, and on the superstructure deck 
forward and aft. These guns are either 
locally protected by two-inch armor, as 
they are on the main and the gun 
decks, or they have bullet-proof shields 
where mounted on the superstructure. 
The 3-pounders are placed on top of 
the turrets and on the superstructure 
deck, while the smaller guns are 
mounted on the bridges and wp in the 
fighting tops. All of the secondary bat- 
tertes have very wide sweeps of fire, 
and, as common to such projecti 
they have a way of finding entrance 
through every little opening and a 
habit, with sinister effect, of getting 
around corners and behind armor 
where and when least expected. Their 
primary pur part from the 
smashing of an enemy’s unarmored 
parts, riddling his stacks and ven- 
tilators, and driving the crews from 
the tops and 1 gun sta- 
tions—is to repel torpedo craft. It dis- 
covered ‘before getting within striking 
distance, no torpedo boat could live 
to get in her deadly work in the face of 
that murderous storm of shot and shell 
from these guns.

The 
water-line belt, which i have a 
width of nine feet, three inches, 
reaches from stem to stern, and, for a 
distance of 200 feet amidships—in wake 
of the engines, boilers and some of the 
magazines—will have a maximum 
thickness of eleven inches of hard 
Krupp armor. Thence gradually it 
will be diminished to four inches at 
the bow and the stern. Immediately 
above this heavy belt, for a distance 
of 234 feet and up to the line of the 
gun deck, the sides will carry six 
inches of armor, and above this again, 
sheltering the 7-inch guns and reach- 
ing up to the main deck, the armor 
protection will be seven inches thick. 
Traverse bulkheads, reaching from 
side to side forward and aft, respec- 
tively, of the 12-inch barvettes and 
extending from the protective deck all 
the way up to the under side of the 
main deck, in the thicknesses of six 
and seven inches, will shield the ves- 
sels from an enemy's raking fire. A 
protective deck, an inch ard a half 
thick on the flat and five inches thick 
in the sloping sides, will be worked 
from end to end, completely housing 
over the vitals, the durometer, as it 
were, of the life-seat of the craft, for 
upon the integrity of this deck depends 
to a vast degree the stability of an 
injured ship. The conning tower, 
placed one brid higher than hereto- 
fore, will be ne inches thick, with 
an armored tube, rgaching down to the 
protective deck, six inches thick.

To supply all the steam that will 
be needed for these giant mechanisms, 
as well as feeding the many auxiliaries, 
there wil! be a dozen great water-tube 
bollers, of an improved American pat- 
tern, arranged in six separate water- 
tight compartments: and, in addition 
to the draught of the three towering 
emokestacks rising 100 feet above the 
base line, each fire-room will have its 
quota of blowers to fan to fury the 
white-hot furnaces. Fresh water, to 
feed the boilers, will be caried in tanks 
and in the double-bottom; and to keep 
up the supply, there will be an evap- 
orating plant capable of turning the 
brine without into 16,500° galions of 
fresh water a day. A distilling pl 
will supply 10,000 gallons of drinki 
water every twenty-four hours. With 
her bunkers full, either the Connecticut 
or her sister ship will be able to steam 
quite twenty-five days at a cruising 
rate, and cover fully 7000 knots. At 
full speed, they could. cross the At-

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MORGAN IN EUROPE. 


THE CUNARD ‘LINE AND LORD 
INVERCLYDE. 


[Staff Correspondence of The Times.] 


LONDON, July 24.—Maybe the inside 
history of Pierpont Morgan's confabs 
with the Cunard company will never 
be known. The general understanding 
here is that the stockholders in the 
famous old steamship line held out for 
higher terms than Morgan would pay. 
At any rate, the key of the situation 
was held, and is yet, by a noble lord 
who has managed to keep himself in 
the background pretty effectively, and 
whose picture has not appeared in the 
newspapers. He is Lord Inverclyde, 
who, as head of the Cunard company, 
is the subject of keen interest on the 
part of the British government just at 
present. If he should turn the Cu- 
nard line over to the American syndt- 
cate, there would indeed be weeping 
and wailing and gnashing of teeth over 
here. It was bad enough when the 
Leyland line went, and worse when the 
White Star line surrendered, but if the 
Cunarders should go, it would be con- 
sidered nothing short of a national ca- 
lamity 

It hae been intimated to the govern- 
ment that if they would grant a sub- 
sidy sufficient to enable the Cunard 
fleet to fight the American syndicate, 
all would be well—otherwise the blood 
would be on the government's own 
head. 

Lord Inverclyde is a man worth 
watching at present. He is understood 
to be one of the prime movers in the 
scheme to establish a line of ocean 
fliers between Liverpool and Canada, 
if a sufficient subsidy can be obtained 
from.the Dominion and the mother 
country. My Lord is 41 years old, and 
became a big figure in the commercial 
and social world only a year ago, when 
he succeeded his father, the first Baron, 
who was better known as Sir John 
Burns. It was Sir John who first con- 
ceived the notion of making merchant 
vessels auxiliary war vesse notion 
that lifted him into the peerage. The 
present Baron inherited the great 
wealth his father made out of the 
Cunard company, and it looks at pres-

RUSSIA’S HORSES. 


{Leisure Hour:) Recent debates in 
Parliament have not only drawn at- 
tention to the ethics of horse dealing, 
but to the fact that warfare wants 
more horses than it did; so many, 
fact, that the supply may not be equal 
to the demand. From a survey of the 
world’s supplies, it is evident that the 
one power that has profited most by 
the new order of things is Russia, Ru- 
ropean Russia alone, with its ten 
hoses to the square mile, owns a quar- 
ter of the horses on the face of the 
earth. Including Poland and Finiand, 
the Russian horses west of the Urals 
number 21,639,000, and the army has 
677,000 when on a war footing, or more 
than the armies of Germany, Austria, 
France and Italy combined.

CURIOUS LITLE FISHES. 
Some Creatures Just Brought Up from 
Bermuda That are Remarkable for 
Their 
{New York Sun:] In a lot of tropical 

received at the Aquarium last 

week from Bermuda there was a bunch 
of little fellows, that includes speci- 
mane of four varieties as yet uniden- 
They are all pretty little fishes, two 
of ‘ree varieties being peculiar for their 


coloring. If they were only bigger they 
would rank easily among the most 
striking things in the Aquarium. 

While there are exceptions, the com- 
mon run of familiar fishes are dark 
along oe backs, along the upper-

Following came the 
copperhead, and next the water mocca- 
sin. siender and beautiful coral 
snake of southern United States was 
poorly represented in the collection, 
and in consequence only a few drops 
of its poison could be obtained. But 
these few drops fully demonstrated

Reclamation of Carson River Valley. 

One of the most important agricul- 
tural. problems in Western Nevada is 
the reclamation of the Carson River 
Valley. This portion of the State joins 
the desert country of the Basin Ranges, 
but the waters of the Carson River and 
its tributaries permit of irrigation. and 
save it from being wholly unproduc- 
tive. During the spring and early sum- 
mer the river is swollen by melting 
enows of the Sierra Nevadas, but 
later in the season its volume becomes 
insignificant and no extensive recig- 
mation through irrigation is possible at 
its low-water stages. Within the last 
few months, however, it has become ap- 
parent, through investigations made by 
the division of hydrography of the 
United States Geological Survey, under 
the charge of L. H. Taylor, that with 
the proper conservation of the wasted 
winter and spring flow by the. con- 
struction of storage reservoirs, it would 
be possible to obtain enough water to 
irrigate not less than 000 acres of 
land now lying arid, des materially 
increasing the reliability of the supply 
for lands already under cultivation. 
With this amount of land reclaimed 
for farming purposes, it is estimate! 
that an increase in property values in 
= section reclaimed would amount tc 
several million dollars. The estimated 
cost of this storage ies less than $7 for 
each acre, which can be irrigated, or 
about $800,000 for the total acreage 
claimed.—([Geological Survey Bulletin.

PROTECTION OF NATIVE FLOWERS AND BIRDS. 
ANY persons are aware that a National Wild 
Flower Preservation Society was organized in 
April, and that the society proposes to adopt much 

the same methods of work as those employed by the 
Audubon Society. 

There is nothing in which Californians feel a more 
honest pride than in the natural beauty of the State. 
A note of warning is needed at this season here when 
hunters and collectors are abroad. e rare flowers 
along the cafions and among the foothills are in danger 
of destruction. Ignorance and wanton waste may pre- 
vent the working out of the ultimate uses and purposes 
of some of nature's most winsome creations. The un- 
reflecting gleaners of the fields have no care for the 
growth of another year, and the waste of the seeds and 
roots of the beautiful native flora of the coast calls for 
better guardianship.

Connecticut has enacted laws for the protection of its 
trailing arbutus. Louisiana is enlisting the whole heart 
of the State of Audubon in the guardianship of the 


‘mocking birds. One has but to remember the thrall 


of a national or home flower in a distant land to realize 
a new power in the traits, charms and tenderness of the 
commonest phenomena of floral existence.

is the typical sentiment of a familiar Scotch song. 
California, notwithstanding its arid wastes, possesses 
varied pages of semi-tropical beauty whose largesse calls 
for no irresolute care. The great rushes along the 
Tulare lakes, which the Mexicans named tule, by the 
marvels of their cellular tissues gave buoyancy to the 
Indian crafts of the past. They whisper old songs of 


the dusky boatmen, and are examples of the power ot 


native plants to preserve local traditions. 


The first poppy—the State embiem—tifting its golden 
cup in the pathway of the gravest philosopher, banishes 
consciousness of contemporary conditions, and reigns 
in his thought by the pure monarchy of beauty. Not- 
withstanding the abundance of these flowers in our time, 
unless new methods are inangurated to guard them 
against careless greed, indifferent to the rights of na- 
ture, they will be lost to future generations. 0 


A part of the nature study of the schools should en- 
list greater enthusiasm in planting and sowing, and eth- 
ical influence should awaken a more reverent protection 
for that mysterious breath of life which no power has 
fathomed. By a better understanding, the common eroli- 
tudes may offer rare boon companions among our field 
flowers and native birds. 

The sunny, rejoicing spirit of natural wisdom should 
lift itself to show forth the desecration in disturbing 
the home of the flower in the cranny of the rock and in 
destroying harmless happiness in the life of wood and 
field, 

The very mists of the mountains are torn asunder by 
the advance engines and railways. Vast tides of emi- 
gration are coming to the coast ranges and river val- 
leys. It is a part of the duty of every friend of rural 
nature to protect it from the hand of iconoclastic covet- 
ousness, and as far as possible to add to the beauty of 

The youth of the coast might be enlisted in the 
guardianship of the wild flowers of the State. 

The children of our commonwealth should early learn 
that flowers have their économic uses, and that from 
their chalices is drawn the sustenance of many interest- 
ing forms of life. This year the working bees have; it 
is said, missed the plentiful gardens necessary for their 
supplies. Many humming birds and butterfiles have 
come to fear of famine, and have abandoned old haunts 
desecrated by collectors. The destruction of wild flower 
life means the banishment of many beautiful midsum- 
mer aérial guests.

Manchester's Mighty Waterway.

There are, in short, from Man- 
chester to the sea, five mighty steps, each twelve feet 
high, which the ships have to climb in coming up the 
canal. 


The Manchester Docks. 


I was surprised at the extent of the Manchester docks, 
It seems strange to see all the surroundings Of one of 
the largest seaports right in the heart of a rich manu- ‘ 
facturing and agricultural country. The docks are vats : i 
of water walled with masonry and surrounded with “ 
great warehouses, which are equipped with the finest of 
modern machinery. The water space within them covers 
256 acres, and the total length of the quays abbut them 
is more than five miles. In one of the docks three At- 
lantic liners have been berthed simultaneously at the 
same quay, and during my visit yesterday I saw a ship 
from Bombay, one frem Australia, and one from Gal- 
veston, loading and unloading goods almost side by 
side. Along the docks raiuways run and the company 
has 100 miles of track connected with the canal, and 
there are more than forty trains daily, carrying goods 
in and out the docks.

No one can appreciate the extent of the work without 
going over the canal. It is thirty-five and a half miles 
long, twenty-six feet deep and at the bottom 120 feet 
wide. If you can imagine a cellar so deep that you could 
drop a two-story house within it and have the roof be- 
low the surface so wide that the average city lot could 
be laid out crosswise across the bottom, and so long that 
it would take a railroad train, at a good speed, an hour 
to run from one end of it to the other, you may have 
some idea of this enormous ditch which the Manchester 
people have dug from their city to the sea. A part of 
the canal was along the course of the little River Irwell, 
but much of it had to be dug out of the solid rock. 
The excavation necessary was half as great as that re- 
quired for the Suez Canal and most of it much more 
difficult. Eight miles of embankment and sea walls had 
to be erected along the foreshore of the Mersey, and 
upon the whole canal 70,000,000 bricks and 220,000,000 
cubic yards of masonry were constructed. 

Five sets of locks were put in, each big enough to ad- 
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American goods, and in one especially, known as the 
New York warehouse, I saw thousands of bales of cot- 
ton, which had just come from Galveston, great boxes 
of machinery for the Westinghouse electric works, crates 
of American desks and great cases of hams, bacon and 
lard. On the top of another warehouse, four stories 
high, I took photographs of a thousand odd barrels of 
resin which had just come from the pine lands of Georgia 
and South Carolina, and at the grain elevator I saw a 
ship unloading wheat from Philadelphia. 


Chicago Men Made It. 


This elevator is of American construct 
been built by Messrs. John S. Metcalf & — eto 
It has a storage capacity of 40,000 tons of grain or a 
million and a half bushels of wheat, and in it there are. 
226 bins or pits, the largest of which @olds as much as 
300 tons. The elevator is right on the canal, and the 
grain is taken directly from the ship through a marine 
leg, which works by revolving buckets on an endless 
chain, lifts the grain up into the tower beside the boat 
and drops it upon a wide india-rubber belt, which car- 


ries dt into the elevator and up into the bins. There are 
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also pipes which do the same work by means of suction, 
so that a shipload of wheat can be discharged within 
@ few hours. The machinery will take 500 tons from 
the steamer hold into the elevator in one hour. It 
weighs the grain at the water's edge, and later on

During my visit to the elevator, and, indeed, through- 
out the trip, I was accompanied by A. Joynson of the 
Manchester Canal Company. He tells me that the grain 
imports. have steadily increased since this elevator was 
finished, and that they now amount to about 150,000 
tons annually. During the first six months of this year 
85,000 tons of grain has been received into the elevator, 
and the most of this came from the United States. 

He tells me that the shipping from the United States 
is steadily increasing. Regular steamers have been run 
for years from New York, Savannah, New Orleans and 
Galveston, and there have been occasional sailings from 
Baltimore, Newport News, Charleston, Brunswick, Mo- 
bile and Pensacola. Cattle are now brought here from 
Philadelphia, and in the near future there will be a 
direct steamship line from Chicago to Manchester by way 
of the St. Lawrence, the Welland Canal and the Great 
Lakes. These ships will bring cargoes of lumber and

Canada and the West Indies. 


Canada.already has a line of large steamers to Man- 
chester, which make regular stops during the summer. 
These ships bring both lumber and cattle. Some of 
them are of over 8000 tons, having accommodation for 
700 live beeves. 

There is 4 good prospect for a fruit trade between 
Manchester and the West Indies. Within the last few 
months bananas have been brought here from Jamaica 
and a regular banana service is to be instituted which 
will supply the Midlands with this fruit, and this service 
may in the future be extended to Porto Rico and Cuba. 
The fruit companies here have bought three steamers 
from the Chesapeake and Ohio lway Company and 
‘will run them to Jamaica. Each boat will bring 40,000 
bunches of 

Among /the recent arrivals are two ships from the 
Black with 7000 tons of Indian corn, the sailing ves- 
Sel Mil es from San Francisco with 11,000 quarters 
of bariey and wheat and Ciampa of Tacoma with 2500 
tons of wheat from our great Northwest. 

The traffic of the canal is steadily growing. Within 
the last six months the revenue has inceased to the 
amount of $125,000, and there has been a steady growth 
in the business since the beginning. The traffic of the 
present year will probably exceed 3,000,000 tons and will 
be greater than that of any year of the past. 

In my ride up the canal 1 passed cotton ships from 
America and from Egypt. The American imports up 
to the middle of last April were almost 400,000 bales 
and the Egyptian about one-fourth of that number. At 
the lumber docks I saw a ship from Mobile unloading a 
cargo of pitch pine and at the same wharf was one 
similarly loaded from Pensacola. There were great 
tank steamers from the Russian oil flelds at the Russian 
oll tanks on the right bank of the canal, and on the left 
other tank steamers discharging American petroleum. 
I passed the freezing works where the New“ Zealand 
ships land their frozen mutton in my sail on the Duke 
of Leinster and also the great cattle sheds and abattoirs 
belonging to the Manchester corporation, of which | may 
epeak further in another letter. 


Some Wonders of the Canal. 


Tue ride down the canal was one of greatest iu erest: 
The canal company owns much of the land along the 
way, and this is of euch nature that there could be an 
almost continuous dock from one end of it to the other. 
Leaving Manchester you sail by the great warehouses 
and factories on the canal's bank. Now you are passing 
through fields as rich as any in old England. They are 
bounded by hedges and upon the green grass fat cattle 
are feeding. Cheshire county on your left is one of the 
richest dairy counties of the United Kingdom, and Lan- 
eashire on your right is the busiest manufacturing 
country of the whole world. We saw large manufactur- 
ing towns at every few miles and often passed other 
steamers coming up to the city. The locks were easily 
and quickly gone through; the sluice gates open and 
shut automatically and the steamer drops twelve feet 
within less than half as many minutes, 


Curving Bridges. 

We steamed under great railroad bridges so high 
above the canal that the masts of the ship do not touch 
them as they pass on below. These bridges were erected 
at an immense cost by the canal company. The railroad 
companies were opposed to the enterprise, as they 
thought it would cut down their traffic between Liver- 
pool and Manchester, so they forced the canal people 
to not only build the bridges, but to raise the railroads 
for several miles on each side of the canal, so that the 
slope of the road crossing the canal might not be steep. 
Tue most surprising bridge on the canal, however, is 
one where the Bridgwater Canal crosses the Manchester 
ship canal. The Bridgwater Canal has for years done a 
large business between Manchester and Liverpool. It 
was bought by the Manchester company at the time they 
began the ship canal, and it was then making a profit 
of something like $100,000 a year. It is still in use, 
and it carries considerable freight. The line of this 
canal was right across the route necessary to the Man- 
chester ship canal, and at first it seemed as though the 

, — of the latter would necessitate its destruc, 

n. 

This was objected to, and the engineers solved the 
problem by making a swinging aqueduct bridge at the 
crossing. This bridge can be closed with the water, 
and even with the boats in it, and by machinery 80 
moved around to the side that the ships can pass 
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| through in the greater canal below. When they have 
passed the bridge moves back into place and the water 
flows on undisturbed. The aqueduct, with the water in 
it, weighs 1400 tona, and it is moved as easily as though 
it weighed less than fourteen pounds. It can be swung 
in a couple of minutes so that the barges of the old 
canal are almost unhindered by the mighty ships ot the 
new. 

England’s Big Canal System. 

This Bridgwater canal is only one of a large number 
of waterways which distribute freight to all parts of 
England. We are prone to look upon this as a railroad 
country. It is a canal country as well. The United 
Kingdom has altogether 3907 miles of canals, and of 
these about 3500 belong to England and Wales. More 
than one-third of the whole are the property of the rail- 
ways, the others being managed by private corporations, 
Many of the canals are connected with London, one 
joins Liverpool and Birmingham, others tap the country 
about Leeds, and others are found in the district of 
Sheffield. Ireland has about 500 miles of canals and 
Scotland seventy miles. 

Upon these waterways about 40,000,000 tons of freight 
dre anually carried at a cost of more than $10,000,000. 
They are said to pay with horses as their motive power, 
and it is now proposed to run them by electricity, and | 
understand that some of our American capitalists have 
been looking into this transformation as a field for 
profitable investment.

COTTAGE MILLIONAIRES. 


SOME GREAT ENGLISH PLUTOCRATS WHO ARE 
CONTENT TO LIVE IN HUTS. 


Homme Cottage, at Olney, which now is the only resi- 
dence of one of the richest men in the kingdom, had for 
its last tenant a farm laborer, who paid for it a rent of 
£12 a year. It was bought a year ago by Vincent Os- 
born, head of the great drapery firm of Osborn & Co., 
and its present tenant is worth £200,000 a year. 

There gre only four rooms in the cottage—none of 
them over twelve feet square—and one could jerk a ten- 
nis ball over the roof and clean out of the estate with 
ease. It is, however, the prettiest cottage in the dis- 
trict, being a mass of clematis and woodbine; and Mr. 
Osborn paid the sum of £400 down for this estate, gave 
up his big house near Manchester, and lives there en- 
tirely. 

Two of the rooms are knocked into one to hold his 
collection of etchings, and the other rooms are furnished 
with old English cottage furniture, procured regardless 
of cost by his agents. Tiny as the house is, it is as hard 
to get an entrance into as Buckingham Palace, and only 
his most intimate friends, as a rule, are admitted by the 
owner, who is wealthy enough to buy and keep up the 
biggest house in England. 

Still smaller—for it has only one story—is the little 
gabled almshouse that holds Cunliffe Piggott, the 
wealthiest but one of all our cotton millionaires. This 
place, which is now the only house he owns or rents, is 
an old almshouse, called “King William’s Bounty,” at 
Weston, and a show place on account of its quaintness. 
There Mr. Piggott, who is a famous entomologist, as 
well as an ex-cotton-spinner, lives, with one manservant, 
amid a great host of cabinets of moths and beetles. 

The district is about the best in Britain for insects, 
and Mr. Piggott spends the days seeking beetles in the 
turf, and the summer nights treacling the tree trunks 
for moths. In the winter he writes the learned pamphlets 
which bear his name, for the Kensington Museum and 
the scientific papers. Although worth about a million 
and a half, he spends not more than £350 a year, most! 
on apparatus and books, 2 

The cottage which is the only home Bernard Storey 
cares to call his own is as tiny as either of the last. 
though its owner is wealthier stil. Since he sold his in- 
terest in the Orient Line a few years ago, he has settled 
down with his millions and, above all, his books in the 
tiny house called “Barker’s Cottage,” at Walton. 

Three of the little 12x10 feet rooms have been made 
into one, which is lined from floor to ceiling with the 
old English books that are the first interest in Mr. 
Storey's life and which have been valued at £90,000. The 
walls and roof have been plated with fireproof 
material, and the owner lives entirely in this home, 
hardly twice a year visiting for a day or two his big 
country house, the Gables, near Oxford. His two serv- 
ants live in a slightly larger cottage close by. 

One of the prettiest of millioinaire’s cottages in this 
country, and one of the smallest, is Harvey Innes’s at 
Braemore, the five little rooms of which hold an owner 
worth £1,500,000, and which is more often photographed 


For ten years the huge dye works which built up their 
owner's colossal fortune were entirely directed from this 
cottage, which is more tastefully arranged than any 
academician’s house. It was bought up for 00, and has 
an acre of ground round it. 

A blacksmith‘s forge is an odd place for a rich man 
to live in; but Mr. Adams, the wealthy maker of Scotch 
tweeds, spends nearly all his time in a blacksmith’s cot- 
tage, called “Burnley's,” at Norton. The cottage, which 
is only rented at £18 a year, has four rambling old rooms. 
panelled with beech-wood, and the big forge adjoining 
them has been turned into a roomy and luxurious studio 
and smoking-room, with the old anvil and bellows in 
their original places, and is about as cosy and tasteful 
a place as any West London mansion can show. It is 
crowded with engravings and old sculpture, almost any 
piece of which is worth more than the whole cottage and 
the ground it stands on.

“I remember hearing E. Kay Robinson, who was later 
associated on the Gazette with Kipling, say, as early as 
1884, that the latter was a wonderful genius, but he 
feared the young man would kill himself by hard work. 

And how Kipling did labor in those days. He be- 
came as serious and industrious as he had been jolly 
and ease-loving before. He worked all day for the La- 
hore Journal, and then would spend hours at night, 
writing sketches, quips and ballads. No matter what the 
weather—how the temperature ranged away up among 
the 12078. or what deadly pestilences were abroad—he 
worked just the same. His industry was all the more 
remarkable because in India white people do no more 
labor, for months at a time, than is absolutely neces- 
Sary 


“I think I am safe in saying that often for weeks, in 
1884 and 85, the only recreation Kipling took was an 
occasional game of tennis at dawn, before the sun rose 
—high, and an hour or two of whist of an evening once 
a week. He was then, and still is, a devoted reader 
of the London newspapers. Many a time I have seen 
him in his room at the office of the Lahore Journal, 
seated, pipe in mouth, with a pile of London publica- 
tions a foot high before him, devouring the editorials 
and literary features as if performing a pious duty. I 
am sure that he then had hopes of achieving the fame 
he has now won, but I don't believe he thought it 
would come so soon. He once gravely informed me that 
he believed he would never marry, for he did not be- 
lieve the bohemian life that he felt was to be his would 
permit the expenses of a home and wife. | 

“Kipling’s progress in the literary world was heiped 
much by his father, mother and sister, and was most 
advanced between 1883 and 1887. The family home at 
Lahore was a sort of literary and artistic conservatory. 
Everyone in it put forth every endeavor and summoned 
all vitality toward maximum excellence. Everyone there 
was writing something. Miss Kipling was busy on a 
book about Shakespearean women, and the mother was 
aiding in the composition. Mies Kipling, by the way. 
used to know by heart more lines of Shakespeare than 
anyone I ever knew off the stage. John Lockwood Kip- 
ling found his diversion in Browning and in plastic 
art work. The Kipli children were born with rare 
minds for art in li It only needed the unfold- 
ing of the minds to reveal their quality. That is why I 
have said already that Rudyard Kipling’s rise as a fa- 
mous literary character is but the development of inher- 
ited skill and artistic talent. me 

“The work that brought Rudyard Kipling most prom- 
inently to the attention of the literary English in In- 
dia, and particularly the army people there, was his 
stories in the Christmas number of the Civil and Mil- 
itary Gazette for 1885—when he was exactly 20 years 
old. There were nine of Rudyard's stories and several 
ballads there, two or three stories and sketches by his 
sister, as many more by his mother, and a page of 
literary criticism and a few pictures by his father. In 
fact, the Kipling family occupied about the whole 
Christmas number. One of these numbers sold in New 
York in 1897 for $50. Among Rudyard's stories in that 
issue were ‘Phantom Rickshaw’ and ‘Parted.’ They were 
enthusiastically received in India. Every white man 
in Calcutta read them. Several months later we saw 
them republished in the London periodicals. Thomas 
Hardy, the English novelist, and even Henry James, 
wrote commendatory letters to Kipling concerning these 
brilliant specimens of literary craft. He had dozens of 
complimentary letters from newspaper and literary men 
and women all over Great Britain. He never let anyone 
outside the family at Lahore see them. He's just as 
reticent about what people say of him to this day. He 
won't be lionized by anyone. 

“If the young author worked hard in 1885, he just 
labored in 1886. He had a raise of a pound a week for 
his grind of newspaper work, and he put in every spare 
hour at his stories and poetry, while he worked very 
hard, also, to earn his salary on the Lahore Journal. 
He had a little room off from the main business depart- 
ment at the Journal establishment, and many a time 
I've been there and seen him grinding out copy. He 
wrote editorials, interviewed military officers, planters 
and commercial men, kept an eye open for any sensa- 
tions, read exchanges and was always watchful of the 
industries and markets in India, just like any other 
industrious newspaper man. He smoked when he worked, 
and a curious trick of his was that he would never 
light his pipe directly from a match. He would first 
light a wisp of paper, and then start his pipe from the 
paper. He wrote a round, businesslike hand, and com- 
posed slowly. He seldom made an alteration in his 
copy. Noise and conversation hindered his work. If 
the stuff did not suit he would pitch a whole page in 
the basket and rewrite it from memory. 

“In the evenings he worked lots at home, where he 
had his rcom secluded from the rest of the Kipling 
household. I used to see the light burning there often 
till 1 and 2 o'clock in the morning. Rudyard wrote a 
good share of his Plain Tales” that year, and dozens 
of Barracks Room Ballads. Some of the latter have 
never been published in book form. He was very ill 
in September, 1886, and but for his fleeing to the cool 
mountain sides, he would have died with fever. He was 
offered a good salary—about £500, I believe—in the 
winter of 1386-87 to act as the Calcutta correspondent 
for the London Illustrated News, and for a time he was 
going to accept it. When he found that the ceaseless 
duties of correspondence would interfere with his liter- 
ary plans, he declined the offer. In 1888, Kipling had 
begun to enjoy a good income from his literary out- 
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put. He had abandoned his work on the Lahore Jour- 
nal, and gave his whole time to contributions to the 
Civil and Military Gazette and to London publications. 
His ballads had been published in paper Pamphlets in 
the Lahore Journal office, and had circulated by the 
thousand, at one shilling each, throughout the army. 

“I have often been asked what are Kipling’s ideals

know. The Kipling family are famous for their reti- 
cence. They never speak about themselves an are slow 
to give opinions of matters and people. At college at 
North Devon, Rudyard was a good story teller, but he 
seldom spoke his own thoughts. I believe, however, that 
he would prefer to be a great poet rather than a romance 
writer. In his journalistic days at Lahore he used to 
read Robert Louis Stevenson more than any other au- 
thor, and I used to see an occasional copy of Victor Hugo 
on his office desk. In college he read Burns, but the 
poetry of Moore seemed to be his favorite then. 
“Kipling has always been the silent, modest man about 
himself that he is nowadays. He would smoke and chat 
in the office of the Lahore Journal for an hour at a 
time about affairs of the day in India and England, but 


was writing “Without Benefit of Clergy” he said one 
day that he was putting in his spare hours with a story 
that he believed might make for him a reputation that 
would allow him to quit newspaper grinding. He wrote 
most of his short stories, such as Namgay Doola,’ In 
Flood Time’ and ‘The Man Who Would be King’ out 
of office hours. I have known many a prominent army 
officer go to the Lahore Journal office and praise the 
young editor's most recent story so that most authors 
would be immensely tickled. But I never heard much 
more than a quiet Thank you’ from Kipling. 

“I think the young author's greatest joy was when his 
The Light That Failed’ became so suddenly popular and 
was commended by critics in America and Europe. That 
story was worked upon at times during two years. It

OSSIBLY it was devidus Latin-American politics, 

and possibly it was merely straight Latin-American 

acquisitiveness, that led certain dark, bare-footed 
Colombian revolutionists under Gen. Herrera to seize 
r to be accurate, to steal, or to speak in Herrera’s 
anguage, expropriate, certain thousands of bags of 
wifee belonging to the planters of Chiriqui. It was 
mly an incident tu the somewhat wearisome game of 
evolution that has been dragging on for some time in 
he chaotic affair that calls itself, between revolutions, 
he republic of Colombia. 

But it was an incident that promises to awaken a 
ively American interest in the noisy game. For it 
iappens that most of the expropriated coffee belongs to 
American citizens; and it happens that Chiriqui is on 
he Isthmus of Panama and that the United States has 
long had its eye on the spot as being just the thing 
jor a coaling station and base. 

So it may be that in nnravelling the tangle, Chiriqui will 
yecome a place with the American flag flying over it. 

Central and South American republics are only just 
beginning to awaken to the fact that it is not open 
season for Americans whenever a Latin-American feels 
like shooting. A few years ago the arrival of an Amer- 
can ‘warship was so rare in the ports along the Carib- 
bean Sea that many of the night-blooming governments

tuch a handbook and by actual count a “political dis- 
turbance” is recorded on the average in every five lines 
of a historical sketch covering seven pages. 

The Americans whose coffee was taken in Chiriqui 
are mostly from the Pacific Coast. The nucleus of the 
colony was formed about seven years ago when thirty 
people from Stockton, Cal., cut a trail through the 
Primeval forests and established their plantations on 
the sides of the mountains at an clevation of about 5000 
feet. Among those whose success was marked were the 
families of the Dedhams and Farnsworths, who settled 
there with their wives and children. For a time the 
work was hard, owing to the difficulty ur hiring labor, 

and the women and children pitched in and helped. 
But the tract is a fine coffee-growing territory and soon 
they had thousands of coffee trees flourishing. 

As the trees do not bear until they are four years old, 
“many of the Americans went home to wait for them 
to develop, and most of them did not return to Colom- 
bia until a year or two ago, when they found their trees 
bearing well.

There are more than forty establish- 
ments of this class in New York. Their customers are 
not hungry men, but restaurants, eating booths, oyster 
stands and free lunch counters. There was a time when 
every place of this sort owned and used its own kitchen. 
but the Increase of rents, the decrease in the size of 
store property, and the greater economy necessitated by 
keen competition have brought the wholesale restaurant 
into existence and made it a financial success. 

Most of these affairs are on the East Side, and are 
managed by Germans, Hebrews, Swiss and English, their 
numbers being in the order named. They supply roast 
beef, lamb, veal, mutton, corn-beef and pork, pot roasts, 
baked and boiled fish, fried oysters, clams, scallops, eels, 
fish balls and soft-shell crabs, boiled potatoes, cabbage,

A few supply a larger bill of fare, but the demand for 
weir goods is comparatively Nmited.

WINTER TIME ON SKIS.

ter as in summer, the lower falls and the Grand Caüon.

The very existence of the brilliant 
streaks depends upon the waters from the rain and 
melting snow dissolving the coloring matters from the 
mineral rocks of the upper levels and the depositing of 
them on the cafion walls as it trickles down to the river.

In their bewiigered notions of living they de- 
spoil the bereaved of their communion with their loved 
dead, because they know no means for showing 
sympathy that is not public. | 

They die as they have lived—in utter, uncompromis- 
ing publicity. The first cry of the newly-born is hailed 
by neighbors, and often the neighbors’ children, throng- 
ing around the bed. Childhood's little griefs and joys 
belong by acknowledged right to “the street.” The dark, 
odorous rooms are places to cook in and otherwise only 
to seek when shelter becomes absolutely necessary. The 
real life of the tenement, from childhood to death, is 
on the street, the fire escape and the roof. ‘ 


Tenement Roof Gardens. | 


Long before the prosperous folk of the country had 
‘evolved the beautiful idea of the roof garden, the poor 
of, New York had their roof gardens, not for pleasure, 
but as vital factors of living. Unlovely roof gardens 
they were and are, with clothes posts and lines instead 


| of vines, smoking, soul-scattering chimneys instead of 


fluted columhs, and the hundred stenches of dirty streets 
and suffocating thousands instead of cooler airs. 


There, night after night, the tenement-house folk 
gather to enjoy the nearest approach to untrammeled 
social life that they can ever know. Lounging around 
on the painted tin, blistered from the combined heat of 
the day’s sun .overhead and the kitchen fires of the mul- 
titudes of families below, they make love. Somebody in 
every house is sure to have a banjo. Another somebody 
is sure to have that cruelly mournful, but beloved in- 
strument, the accordeon. The young women sit under 
the stars which shine as brightly there as elsewhere, 
and romance blots out for a time the ugly surroundings, 
deafens their ears mercifully to the squalls of the chil- 
dren on the streets, the shrieks of overwrought mothers 
and the tumult of public fun and trouble that beats the 
air in unceasing rhythm. They lean happily against the 
shoulders of their “steady” or the “feller,” who has not 
yet arrived at that blissful position, but is only the one 
that che girl is “going with.” They sing, with intense 
sadness, of how they will never leave their mother or of 
the young girl that died in the blue Alsatian Mountains. 
The blue Alsatian Mountains have been the favorite 
place of romance for the tenement-house dwellers on the 
roof o’ nights for twenty years, and they still hold their 
own fairly well against even the rag-time airs of today.

The ward and the street may talk as they will. The 
two will answer the allusions and the jests with loud 
laughter and unabashed frankness. They will walk hand 
in hand in the streets; for that pretty, quaint custom of 
country swains, long since abolished in the polished 
city sections, still is common_here of all places—in the 
most crowded dens of population in the world, where, 
until the small parks were made there a few years ago, 
there were scores on scores of-children who had never 
seen a tree! 


Wars of the “Streeters.” 


East Side boys live a life of war such as the ancient 
guilds used to live. The “Sheriff streeters” move abroad 
in great bodies of armed youth, ranging in age from 
6 to 15 and in equipment from scantlings to the effective 
brick, and pounce upon the “Third streeters,” or vice 
versa. The Mangin streeter or “Stanton streeter“ 
dare not venture into the domain of the “Delancey 
streeter” or “Rivington streeter” excepting after labori- 
ous arrangements of truce. 

The periods of combativeness of the “streeters” occur 
irregularly, Often their greatest wars break out because 
time is dull on their hands. If a streeter“ takes a top 
from another “streeter,” the episode may lead to tre- 
mendous strife. These wars between streets are not to 
be laughed at. A crowded street will be cleared miracu- 
lously of its occupants—sidewalk merchants, shoppers 
and screeching parents—when two antagonistic gangs of 
“streeters’” suddenly pour into it, appearing as suddenly 
from nowhere as ever the painted red men did. 

Over and over again the police reserves have to be 
called out: for a “streeter” is as desperate in his battles 
as a knight of old, and will fight policemen cheerfully 
when the ardor of a gang battle is on him, though in 
less heroic epochs of his career he may flee at the mere 
“G’ wan; youse,” of the mildest of policemen. 

The glad day of the streeters, and of a great per- 
centage of the rest of the tenement-house population, is 
“launching day.” Launching day occurs in midsummer. 
It is an institution 80 old that the mind of the oldest 
barrack’ dweller cannot recall a time when it was not. 
The great tenément-house civilization in youth holds 
the almost universal belief that launching day is hal- 
lowed by the laws of the land. Its observance is sim- 
plicity itself, Everybody tries to shove everybody else 
into t ver. Persons are not respected. If a man or 
boy be so forgetful of the manners of the day as to stand 
anywhere near the edge of a pier on the river front, 
where a good push will send him over, the good push is 
sure to.come. Naturally, strangers are the most ready 
rey. The better a person is clothed, the more innocent

barrack world, most boys and men can swim wonder- 
fully well. Consequently few victims drown, although 
generally one or two at least are inconsiderate enough 
to do this on every launching day, making it necessary 
for the boys to fish for them instead of launching new 
ones. 

Dwellers Under Piers. 


In the summer hundreds of the boys practically live 
on the river fronts. Some of them dwell there entirely, 
sleeping at night under the piers on the floorings just 
over the water, which places are known as “parlors.” 
Occasionally their possession of a parlor“ is disputed 
by a colony of Italian garbage scow trimmers, who also 
have a fancy for this reversion to the prehistoric life 
of the lake dwellers. Occasionally the huge, mangy, 
brown dock ratg fight them. But the tenement-house 
boy fears neither man, rat nor devil, and usually holds 
whatever possession he chooses to make his. 

Sometimes a boy is drowned. That is nat really re- 
markable, since the youth of the east and west sided 
rather despises the sybarite who waits to learn to swim’ 
in the floating free baths. The real tenement-house boy 
find out whether or not he can swim by jumping off 
into the river from the string piece of a pier. The water 
being anywhere from thirty to sixty feet deep and the 
current being swift enough always to tax the wheels 
of a ferryboat to stem it, the boy has no time to theorize, 
If he begins to sink, there usually are swimmers enough | 
to dive for him and drag him to the pier. : 

Tenement-house boys believe implicitly, however, that 
nobody drowns unless he has begun to go down for the 
third time. This often makes them unfortunately tardy, 
in pulling a sinking comrade out quite soon enough. 

When a boy drowns it almost always is in the pres- 
ence of a crowd, for there is no time in the twenty-four 
hours in summer that a pier along the river front is not 
occupied by gasping, overworked men, sad mothers with 
drooping, feverish little ones and couples who walk up 
and down, hand in hand, occasionally saying a kind 
word to each other. Once the crowd it satisfied that the 
boy really has defied nature by refusing to come up a 
second or even a first time and that he surely is 
drowned, there is a struggle in every breast between 
the desire to stay and watch the absorbing operation of 
grappling for the body and the equally great desire to 
carry the news to the relatives of the victim. 

Within a few seconds the latter emotion wins in 
enough persons to insure a regulation tenement-house 
procession of bearers of evil tidings. There is a race 
from the pier to be the leader. As soon as the street is 
reached the foremost set up their cry: “Patsey Mulligan 
is drowned! Down by the Third-street dock! I’m goin’ 
home to tell his mother!“ : 


news roars ahead of the eager bearers of it. Long be- 
fore they reach the block of tenement-houses where the 
parents live the mother and father, frightened vaguely 


are on the street with a new line of fear set in the faces 
already so careworn. 

There is no breaking of news on the “street.” The 
“street” is bawling it at them in a dozen dialects. Off 
they set, hurrying as fast as their trembling limbs will 
carry them, toward the river, and behind and beside and 
in front of them presses the eager “street,” shouting and 
yelling the news. Half way down the block their other 
children come running toward them, crying aloud in a 
blending of grief and fear. Without stopping, the parents 
take them by the hands and hurry on, dumb, tragic fig- 
ures leading a tawdry procession. 

If the boy has been found when they arrive at the 
pier and there are no police or other officials there, the 
chances are that they will see his body floating in the 
water, face down, tied to the pier with a rope. For tene- 
ment-house folk still hold the haunting conviction that 
it is illegal to touch a body till the Coroner sees it. 
Standing on the string piect with a staring crowd around 
them, the parents then will wait humbly and submis- 
sively for the police or the Coroner. When the police 
arrive and eager ones point them out they answer ques- 
tions quietly. If the woman sobs a little when reply- 
ing, the chances are that she will apologize to the po- 
liceman for it. 

Even after their child has been laid on the pier they 
may not have the body. It generally is carried firat te 
the station-house, whither the parents follow it on foot. 
There, again, they answer questions, quietly, uncom- 
plainingly. When at last they get their dead, it is 
brought to the house as the center of a vast concoursa 
a concourse of running, pushing, struggling, clamorous 

ple that fill the street from stoop line to stoop ling 
so that often the body must be lifted high over then 
heads to be brought into the dwelling. 

And before they have composed his hands and begun 
to realize their loss, the great tenement-house world is 
a-roar outside with something else. On the roofs the 
banjos and the accordions are sending out the strains 
of the latest comic song; the voices of the children that 
the boy played with only a few hours ago float into his 
little room, gay with “London Bridge is Tumbling 
Down;” two of his best chums are fighting on the side- 
walk just below, cheered on by happy beholders. 

As the night goes on the room becomes choking hot. 
From all directions come the sounds of heavy, troubled 
slumber. The fire escapes in the rear tenement opposite, 
mounting up and up from the gloom of a mephitic rear 
yard to the roof, seven stories above, are filled with men 
and women and children—a very chasm of sleep. The 
dreamers mutter and groan and toss. Even in their 
temporary oblivion they are tortured by life; the hand 
of the heat presses heavily on them, the fetid air poisons 
their lungs, the iron girders of their resting places goad 


them. And they must awaken—men and women and 
little children—awaken again in the morning for an- 
other day of heat and pain. ; 

None of them sleeps so well or so peacefully as: the 
boy.

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HALLEY’S COMET. 


HEAVENLY TOURIST RUSHING TO- 
WARD THE SUN. 


By a Special Contributor. 


GRBAT comet is rushing down from the depihs 
of interstellar space, but it is speeding along a 
well-defined journey toward the sun. It is no 


our skies twenty-five times-since the dawn of the Chris- 
tian era. 

Until the sixteenth ‘century this fiery marvel was the 
harbinger of war, of pestilence, of catastrophe, of dis- 
“aster to the State, of trowblous times, of divine wrath.

When first discernible, the comet will be a telescopic 
Object, dimly shining among the stars of the Hyades 
group, its scattered particles faintly illuminated by the 
sun. But as it rapidly advances, a bright nucleus 
will begin to glow, and presently, when its frozen 
vapors are melted and heated by still nearer approach 


the opposite direction. 

This brilliant and beautiful object will be seen by 
every person on the globe; it will excite universal in- 
terest; and the name that will be identified with it apd 
will be pronounced wherever there is human speech, is 
that of Edmund Halley, the astronomer who first com- 
puted its orbit and accurately predicted its return. 

The elder Halley was engaged in the business of 
Soap making in the outskirts of London, and had ac- 
quired a sucfilient competency to give his bright boy

we find him contributing to the Royal Society a paper 
of such moment that it was published in the Philo- 
sophical Transactions. Its title, “A Direct and Geo- 
metrical Method of Finding the Aphelia and Eccen- 
tricity of Planets,” shows the boldness and precocity 
of the youth and the hold which astronomical themes 
had on his mind. It supplied a new and improved 
method of determining the elements of planetary orbits. 
Halley's detection of considerable errors in the tables 
then in use led him to the conclusion that a more ac- 
curate ascertainment of the places of the fixed stars was 
indispensable to the progress of astronomy. Finding 
that Flamsteed, the Astronomer Royal of England, and 
Hevelius, the most eminent astronomer of continental 
Burope, had already undertaken to observe those visi- 
bie in northern latitudes, Halley assumed the task of 
making observations in the Southern Hemisphere.

The Great Comet of 1680. 


In 1680 one of the most magnificent comets of mod- 
ern times flamed for eighteen weeks in the midnight 
skies. Its perihelion distance from the surface of the 
sun on December 17 was but 142,000 miles, and it was 
moving with a velocity of 370 miles per second. The 
heat endured by the comet, says Sir John Herschel, was 
2000 times greater than that of red-hot iron. What 
wonder that it showed evidences of violént excitement. 
Arriving from the sunless regions of the interstellar 
space where all substances are solidified, and even ihe 
carbon and hydrogen gases are congealed, and plunging 
almost into the fierce furnace fires of the sun's photo- 
sphere, there was a sudden and enormous expansion 
of the solid materials—whatever they were—of which 
the comet was composed. A magnificent streamer of 
light, repulsed from the sun, stretched over eighty de- 
grees of the heavenly dome—nearly from the horizon 
to the zenith—and extended 130,000,000 miles in space, 
almost as far as the orbit of the planet Mars. 

In order to observe the comet under more favorable 
conditions, Halley went to Paris and joined Cassini, the 
eminent aatronomer of the well-equipped observatory 
in that city, by whom he was well received, and to- 
gether they examined the behavior of the flying object 
after its perihelion passage. This comet is memorable 
tor having its orbit, calculated by Sir isaac Newton, 
on gravitational principles, The great philosopher was 
brooding over this theory at the time, 

Efforts were made to prove its identity with remark- 
able comets which had appeared many centuries 
previous, but without success. One calculation makes

SACRED BIRD. 


SOMETHING ABOUT THE QUETZFL, HON- 
ORED IN MONTEZUMA'S DAY.

XPLORERS, cutting away the tangled vines which 

overrun the ruins of Mexico's dead past, are sur- 

prised to come upon whole blocks of stone, many 
feet in each dimension and containing nothing but carv- 
ings of beautiful long-tailed birds in every conceivable 
position. Hundreds upon hundreds of years ago, the 
race of beings who hewed these massive slabs and raised 
these stupendous temples, laid down their instruments 
for their last long sleep; but today a shimmering, azure- 
tinted bird calls from the Mexican tree tops Teu, Teu“ 
—and his voice rings with the same bell-like sweetness 
as in the olden days above Montezuma’s festal halls. 
Little does he know or care that his form is perpetuated 
in imperishable stone from Mexico to Peru and from the 
Caribbean to the white surges of the Pacific. Buried un- 
der the accumulated vegetation of the years, his image 
rests, mute mockery to the hopes of a race, while above

This bird really belongs to the trogan family and is 


a relative to the kingfishers, woodpeckers, rollers, ete., 
yet is in a way quite different from any of these. It is 
more beautiful than any humming bird, and is, of course, 
much , the male bird being usually about four feet 
in length, the female considerably less. The color of the 
male bird is a rich golden green above, including a 
graceful rounded crest, which may be raised or lowered 
at pleasure. The long, soft plumes of this head-dress 


J fall like a shower of golden sunbeams over the neck, 


shoulders and back of the bird, finally merging into the 


bronze-blue of the lower back and tail. The plumes of 


the latter are usually about three feet in length and are 
black, barred and shaded with white. The short, strong 
feathers of the tail proper underlie these plumes and 
are quite plain, seeming to serve no purpose other than 
that of supporters for this wonderful train. It was these 
plumes which were so valued by the ancient Incas and 
Montezuma for their royal robes. No one but immediate 
members of the Kings family were permitted to wear 
even the lesser feathers of the bird, the noble plumes 
being reserved for the ruler himself. The female is 
scarcely. so beautiful as the male and lacks the crest 
and plumes of her lord. Still she is very graceful, and, 
evjdently, in his eyes, the most glorious creature in the 
world. Young trogans (or quetzals, as these birds are 
calle? by the natives,) of both sexes, resemble the 
female. in dress and markings unti! after the first year, 
when the male puts on the more gorgeous dress of his 
parent. Both the females and young birds are very 
quiet, but the males, especially during the mating sea- 
son, are noisy fellows, sending their calis through the 
silent forest with an uncanny clearness of tone which 
the superstitious natives ascribe to the supposed super- 
natural powers of the birds. The call is, however, rather 
pleasing to the ears of an American traveler, and re- 
sembles, more than anything else, a long-drawn flute 
or piccolo note. There is a bird found in Southern Cali- 
fornia and known as the Phainopepla, which has a very 
similar, though weaker, call. 
catcher and is abundant among our bills and sand- 
washes just at this season of the year. 
But, to return to our quetzals, of all the multi-colored 
birds of the tropic air there is no one which excites 
such universal admiration as does this. There is one 
skin of this bird which has been in the British Museum, 
exposed to the strongest light, for more than half a cen- 
tury, yet which retains its pristine beauties of colora- 
tion and markings. Farther to the south, there is an- 
other trogan, known as the golden-headed, which was 
to the Incas of Peru what the quetzal was to the Monte- 
zumas of Lake Tenochtitlan and the royal isles. It has 
the same power of walking either up or down vertical 
surfaces as have the woodpeckers of North America. In 
a manner not unlike that of the owls, which regurgitate 
the skin and bones of their prey, this trogan throws out 
the stones and seeds of the various fruits upon which it 
feeds. 5

‘tain Mexican trees or by sewing with threads obtained 
from some one of the many fibrous plants founds in 
Central Mexico. At the time of the Spanish conquest, 
the reigning Montezuma was particularly rich in these 
rare and valuable garments, so that the conquistadores 
sent several back to Spain. As it happened, one or two 
of these were preserved and have wandered into the 
British Museum. I believe there is also a representative 
of this unique class of garment in our own National 
Museum. If so, it was doubtless unearthed in some very 
old tomb, beneath whose protecting walls it had been 
preserved from the grasping hand of the conquerors, 
No reasonable amount of money could purchase one of 
these royal jackets today, while probably no offer could 
tempt the Mexican government to part with the two per- 
fect specimens preserved in old Chapultepec. 

| Of the jackets themselves, little need be said, save that 
they were not unlike the box jackets—or automobile 
coats—affected by the ladies of today, excepting that 
they had no sleeves. They were laced with thongs ot 
rawhide in front and fitted the wearer but loosely, being 


intended as a mark of highest royalty, rather than as 2 


' garment of comfort. They were thrown on over other 
robes of office, and seldom, if ever, worn outpide the 
palace gates. Only the very best and most gaudy feath- 
ers were used for the coat of the Montezuma. Inferior 
and less desirable garments were made for other mem- 
ders of the royal household from the remaining feathers 
ot the trogan.

ANTONIUS FUGGER ONE OF THE GREATEST 
TRADERS THAT EVER LIVED. 


[New York Mail and Express:] The American citizen 


be recognized instantly as pertinent to J. Pierpont Mor- 
gan. The vogue of that financier has become interna- 
tional. His name has even been made to contribute a 
verb to the English vocabulary, since “to Morganize” 
has become in financial] vernacular the synonym of vast 
‘ combinations of capital for the control of transportation 
by land and by sea. This American financier presents 
costly tapestries to adorn the coronation of Edward VII 
in Westminster Abbey; and on another day he hobnobs 
with Emperor William of Germany on the imperial 
yacht in the harbor of Kiel. During his summer cruise 
in the Mediterranean his Corsaif may make amicable 
capture as his guests of many ancther crowned head. 
But after all there is nothing new about this. 

Antonius Fugger was the plebeian name that became 
ennobled because of this singular union of industry, 
economy, liberality and breadth of view. Antonius and

house of Antonius Fugger, in Weinmarkt of Augsburg. 
Tradition says that the hospitable financier astonished 
the Emperor by using an imperial bond, due to him, as 
a taper for lighting a fire of cinnamon. It may be con- 
| Jectured that the flaming parchment gave forth incense 
even more agreeable to the imperial nostrils than the 
perfume of the fragrant wood that it served to kindle. 
Another financial anecdote relating to this medieval 
, financier is that Charles V. when the accounts of the 
treasury of France were exhibited to him, remarked: 
“There is a linen weaver in Augsburg who could pay all 
, of this.” “Whether that be true or not, it is recorded 
history that Charlies V made over to these brothers the 
mortgaged estates of Kirchberg and Wissenhorn, created 
them counts and invested them with the privileges of 
| princely rank. They loaned the Emperor money to de- 
fray the cost of an expedition against the pirates of 
Algiers in 1535; and in return he granted them the priv- 
ilege of issuing a gold and silver coinage of their own. 
It does not appear what ratio these private financiers 
maintained in regulating their bimetallic exercise of a 
great public franchise, usually regarded as an exclusive 
right of sovereignty. But the brothers must literally 
have “coined money,” for the estate of Antonius, when 
he died, in 1560, included six millions of gold crowns, 
besides a vast amount of property of various kinds ig 
Europe, Asia and America. ere

E HAVE been told that during the recert peace 
negotiations which he brought to such a success- 

. ful issue, Lord Kitchener gave De Wet a slap on 
the back, saying: “Come, now, old chap, don’t be 
sulky.” When he went to Palestine as commander of 
the expedition he had to play the part of peacemaker 
before he could proceed with safety. For the outrage 
at Safed a heavy fine inflicted had been part of the 
punishment, and Lieut. Kitchener, writing from Tiberias 
on March 30, 1877, asked: “If I am well received at 
Safed and report satisfactorily, would the committee give 
up their claim to the rest of the fine imposed?

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TOURING ASIA MIN OR. 


WHAT THE FOURTH OF JULY MEANS | 
TO THE FAR EAST. 


By a Special Contributor, 


LOSELY following upon ,the celebration of the 
Fourth of July by the Americans came the observ- 
ance of the 14th of the month by the French Con- 

sul, who invited some of the foreigners and native of- 
 ficials, including the Governor-General of the province, 
to an elaborate dinner of sixteen courses. It was cer- 
tainly elaborate for an interior city like Sivas, and well 
prepared. Armenian men are usually the cooks in the 
houses of foreigners and give satisfaction nearly always. 
One American woman, who had lived in Constantinople 
forty years, informed me that for honesty, reliability 
and a knowledge of their businers, Armenians were pref- 
erable te the members of any other race as workers in 
the household. 

But in each case a different tone was given to the 
celebration by the presence of a crowd of native Chris- 
tians at the outer door. So eager were they for the 
consummation of their hopes for the political regenera- 
tion of their own country, so passionately did they aspire 
for the greatest liberty then to be found in the posses- 
‘sion of any people, so few were the rights they had 


severe winter months, the loss of her child, and other 
heavy trials of the massacre time, together with do- 
mestic difficulties, unbalanced her mind. 

Very frequently throughout the country, in the strenu- 
ous years of 95 and 96, insanity was the aftermath, but 
we Americans probably heard much more about it than 
we would have been likely to hear otherwise, because the 
American Consul was a physician and had been a spe- 
cialist in the treatment of insanity. Relatives of the 
afflicted ones appealed to the Consul for advice about 
the care of the patients. In earlier centuries there used 
to be hospitals for the ‘sick and the insane. Some were 
endowed by private individuals; others were built and 
supported by the sultans. 3 

There were some most interesting ruins in Sivas, dat- 
ing back to the more prosperous era when Seljukian 
Turks were building four kingdom in Asia Minor and 
Armenia, and schools and hospitals were characteristic 
of the Mahometan world when Christians sometimes 
preferred a Mahometan ruler to a Christian despot. 

A mosque and a medresseh, standing near together on 
a narrow street not far from the citadel hill, are the 


‘ruins that must quickly attract the attention of a visitor 


and remind the natives of a proud past. I may well say 
“proud,” for the arabesques above and around the por- 
tals are hardly to be excelled by any remains of the best 
Saracenic art, as in all specimens of this style of archi- 
tecture, the graceful, delicately-fashioned, miniature 


columns supporting the pointed arches and strengthen- 


ing other parts of the carved facades appear too fairy- 
like to undertake so heavy a task. But so exquisite are 
the tracings of the geometrical designs in stone, so much

And I could voice their hope fervently, when a young 
boy, who had just been released from prison, came to 
the house the next day. He was past 16 and had grown 


up with a sturdy physique; but eight months of prison 


life, and a diet of bread and water, varied only occa- 
sionally by the gifts of new-found friends, had reduced 
him, body and soul. In body he was thin and as white 
as the marble of his native hills; in manner, he was 
fearful and cowed. * As a schoolboy, two years before, he 
had written two essays, one upon Napoleon, the other 
upon Alexander the Great. More than a year after they 
had been written and presented for criticism, an officer 
with some zabtiehs came to his father’s premises to con- 
duct one of the house searchings that had become every- 
day affairs in the lives of the people. The two essays 
were found in the boy’s books and he was promptly 
marched away from his village to the capital of the 
province, where he was imprisoned, left without trial 
for several months, kept some of the time in solitary 
confinement, and finally let out on parole. He was to 
be returned to his father’s house, but would not be per- 
mitted, during the following year, to go beyond a very 
‘small district. The boy had been preparing for college 
before he was seized, but his father was poor and the 
imprisonment and parole seemed likely to put a stop to 
the realization of his hope of becoming a physician. 
Such are the difficulties commonly encountered in Asia 
Minor by schoolboys striving for a higher education. 
For a time even women school teachers, in whose pos- 
session only the tunes of patriotic songs were found, 
were sometimes sent to jail. One such young woman, 
bright and energetic, I met in a Gregorian home to which 
I bad been invited to attend the wedding of a younger 
daughter, At the time of her seizure, the school 
teacher dia not hold any position, had been married 


more than a year, and had a baby a few months old. In 


the cross-examination, however, she was fearless and 
clever enough to turn the laugh on the Prosecutor-Gen- 
eral, who was a renegade Armenian and whom she led 
on to exhibit more knowledge of Armenian patriotic 
songs than she herself was guilty of.

The dogma has been that laid down by commentators 
on the Koran; the philosophy has been that of the 
Greeks, improved by Arabic echolars; the law has been 
that developed by the juris consults of the Mahometan 
empires; and the mental training has been that given 
everywhere by scholasticism in the Middle Ages, great 
subtlety in argument being the prime accomplishment 
of the zealous student. These colleges have corresponded 
exactly to the universities that grew up beside the great 
cathedrals of Europe; and the great Mahometan univer- 
sity of El-Azhar in Cairo, still numbering its students 
by the thousands, probably antedated in its foundation 
all the educational institutions in Europe. 

Both mosque and. medresseh belong to the period 
when the renowned Seljukian sultans, Toghrul Bey, Alp 
Arsian and Melek Shah were conquering vast dominions 
and patronizing education and art. More than eight 
centuries ago these warriors took the country, and the 
power of their race hardly endured two centuries—for 
the Mongols were already pouring down upon them— 
so the buildings are old. They belong to the period of 
the city’s greatest prosperity since old Roman times, 
for its population then numbered 100,000, and it was not 
only a great military stronghold, but also a commer- 
cial center. Emigrant Armenians, who had fied from

SOME OF IT is WORTH MORE NOW THAN WHEN 
Ixł WAS ISSUED.

Soon after the close of the Civil War, many persons 
interested commenced the collecting of the currency of 
that ill-fated “‘storm-cradied nation that fell,” which had 


been issued to an enormous extent and was left at the 
close of the contest as valueless for any of the require- 


plished with a good degree of success, and his work, 
although privately printed, has furnished almost all 
that is historically known concerning the matter. 


In 1876, about one year after Dr. Lee had completed 


his work, it was supplemented through the publication 
by J. W. Hazeltine of Philadelphia of a descriptive and 
priced catalogue. This removed other difficulties en- 
countered by collectors numbering the different varie- 
ties and giving prices which to some extent were an 
indication of these different degrees of rarity. 

The rarest note and the one most prized by collectors 
is the $1000 bill of 1861 engraved and printed by the 
National Bank Note Company, which sells in good con- 
ditions for $30. In fact the entire issue of 1861 is rare, 
and all bring good prices. The denominations of the 
notes are from $2 to $1000. 

In 1862 interest notes for $100 with interest at 2 cents 
per day were issued. Notes were also issued in 1862 
and 1863. In 1864, when the Confederacy was on its 
last legs, they were issued by the bushel and were not 
worth at that time for money as much as they are now 
for curiosities. The usual designs used were as follows: 
Capitol at Richmond, ships, cotton bales, trains of cars, 
and portraits of different persons, including Jeff. 
Davis, Mrs. Davis, Memininger, Secretary of the Treas-

THE BEGINNING OF BEET SUGAR. 
The great sugar-beet industry of the world owes its 


ments of trade as so much waste paper. 

It seemed therefore an easy task to obtain specimens 
of all issues put forth by the Confederate government, 
and many thoughtful persons set to work to accomplish 
something in this direction; some no doubt from mere 
curiosity, but some, let us hope, from the historica! value 
such a collection was sure to possess. 

It soon became evident, however, that it was quite a 
difficult thing to complete a collection, in consequence 
of the lack of knowledge relative to the different issues 
and varieties actually in existence. 

The first light shed upon this subject was published 
in the “American Journal of Numismatics” in the parts 
for May, July and August, 1867, and was the contribu- 
tion of Prof. Chas. E. Anthon of the college of the City 
of New York, and at that time its literary editor. This 
was a tabulated classification and description of the col- 
lection of Dr. Thomas Addis Emmet of that city and it 
mentioned over three hundred varieties. 

Although a step in thé right direction, this list was 
necessarily incomplete, and it was not until eight years 
afterward (1875,) that Dr. William Lee of Washington, 
D. C., having procured access to the Confederate 
archives in the possession of the United States govern- 
ment, and having opened correspondence with many

By selecting seed from only 
the best plants for the new sowing, he produced a carrot 
with more flesh and less wood: The horseradish, the 
turnip, and, indeed, the potato vine, were once plants 
with thin, dry, woody roots, without the least sugges- 
tion that they would ever develop into food for man or 
beast.—[August Success.

WHEN AND WHERE TO FIND IT IN 
SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA. 


By a Special Contributor. 


EW Southern California sportsmen realize the 


amount of four-footed game—other than rabbits 
and coyotes—which this section of the State con- 
tains; nor will they believe that bear and mountain lion 
can be killed within half a hundred miles of their 
Offices in Los Angeles. Yet it is, nevertheless, a fact 
that, for so thickly settled a country as is this, there ‘s 
no other equal area on earth which contains so much 
big game. 
In general, there is but one range of mountains 
(properly speaking,) in this section. This is, of course, 
the Sierra Madre, which, with its many spurs and 
branches, cuts up the seven southern counties into 
various valleys. These petty systems have been named 
and renamed by every traveler, until all traces—unless 
970 accept the terms of the old Spanish „grants“ —of 
their original names have been lost. Then, too, there 
are not a few foothill ranges, most of which attain to 


the Basque herder out of what few wits he had and car- 
ried half-grown sheep back into the hills with them. A 
hunt was organized and the country scoured in every 
direction, but, I am glad to say, the hunters returned 
quite bearless. Black bears are seldom found far from 
water, though the big silvertips do not seem to be de- 
pendent upon its proximity. A black bear, however, 
has much less vitality in proportion to his size than has 
the silvertip. Consequently he cannot travel so far, nor, 
when cornered, can he put up the fight which his larger 
brother can. | 

The true way to hunt a bear is alone, and without 
dogs. For my part, I fail to see how any man can retain 
his self-respect and hunt any animal (unless it be wild- 
cats or lion,) with hounds. I am equally certain that 
hounds, unless especially trained for the purpose, are 
of little or no use in a bear hunt. If you are willing to 
aimit that the bear is superior to you and your Win- 
chester, and think you must have & dog, get a little fox- 
terrier who is thoroughly “bear-broke;” he will annoy 


safely—and then you can take home the skin to prove 
how you killed a bear, 

All bears are good swimmers, so, if you run one down 
to the river’s brink, you might as well give him up if 
you have no boat and the water is at all deep. Joaquin 
Miller says that a bear is never cruel, that he has a sort 
of gruff yet human kindliness about him, which permits 
him to enjoy life in a manner totally unlike that of any 
other of the forest folk. 

But bear are not all we can hunt m Los Angeles 
county, nor are they all the game we can eat when 
killed, though they are about all of the carnivora—if 
we except the time-honored ‘coon—which we would 
care to eat. For sport, and in many cases for protec- 
tion, too, a lion hunt is organized. Probably there are 
more lions in Southern California than there are bear, 
since geographical and climatic conditions are better

NOVA SCOTIA’S WEALTH 

; IT IS FOUND IN COAL MINES, IM FISH- 

ERIES AND IN GOLD. 

; From a Special Correspondent. 
ALIFAX (Nova Scotia) July 31.—It is claimed that 
Nova Scotia has a greater variety of resources than 
any province of the Dominion of Canada. At the 

Present time its cal mines are its greatest source of 

wealth. The output this year will bring a return of $12,- 

000,000. The Cape Breton mines are the only ones on 

the Atlantic seaboard, either on the North or South 

American continents. The mines nearest the coast in 

the United States are those of the West Virginia field, 

which have a railroad hau! of 200 miles to Philadelphia 
and Newport News, the nearest tide-water. One of the 
companies operating in the Sydney field of the Cape 

Breton district has 140 square miles of coal land which 

is one of the largest areas owned by any single com- 

pany in the world. The shaft to its largest mine is 

fifty feet wide, and has six compartments, so that a 

half-dozen cages can be worked at the same time. One 

reason for having such a large shaft is to admit plenty 
of air to the mine which runs out under the ocean for 
four miles. The output of this mine now amounts to 

6000 tons daily—a big shipload. It was on this same 

site that the first.coal mine in America was operated 

by the French several hundred years ago. Within a 

stone’s throw, Marconi, the wizard, has his great station 

for the operating of wireless telegraphy.

An- 
other cause for loss of life is the fact that the banks are 
in the course of the great Atlantic liners which fre- 
quently run the small boats down during fogs or dark 
nights. 


A Fortune Waiting. 


One of the first commercial possibilities of the future 
will be the canning of codfigh. At the present time it is 
shipped only in a dried form. It is tied up in bales with 
strings, and by the time it is kicked around in the dirty 
hold of a steamer, or a dusty box car for a few days, be- 
comes so unclean that it is really unfit for food. A for- 
tune awaits the man who will solve the problem of 
putting up this great food staple in a clean, wholesome 
way. An experiment was tried recently in putting up 
coden in cans. After it had been prepared samples were 
shipped to South Africa and Jamaica and return by 
steamer and to Chicago and return by rail. After the 
cans had made the round trip to the places named they 
were opened, and the ones which had traveled by water 
were found in prime condition, but the contents of the 
ones which had gone overland were turned black. A 
chemist said the others would have turned black ina 
short time on account of some unfavorable chemical] 
action. Other kinds of fish are being canned success- 
fully, and the man who will work out the problem of the 
preservation of king cod, will make enough out of it 
so that it will not be for him to puzzle him- 
self with anything else for awhile. 


Nova Scotia produces very fine apples and potatoes. It 
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sells the most of its apples in London, and Havana is its 
largest market for potatoes. It is not an uncemmon 
thing for the apple-grower of Kings and Annapolis 
counties ‘to get $5000 for his crop in the orchard. The

seven-eighths of it will go to London. About $150,- 


000 will be realized from the potato crop, and the West 
Indies will purchase the whole of it. 


Wealth in Gold Mines. 


The gold mines of Nova Scotia will in time become 
the greatest source of wealth to the country. There is 
lots of gold here, but the development of the fleid has 
been very slow. Those who have engaged in the busi- 
ness in the past have restricted their operations to work- 
ing thin, irregular veins and lodes carrying high values. 
The low grades of ore, which are so plentiful here, and 
which are proving so profitable to operators in other 
countries, have been neglected. That mining the low 
grades can be made very profitable here is shown by the 
only serious effort made in that direction. Several year 
ago a prominent railway offcial of the United States 
came to Nova Scotia for a summer vacation. He be- 
came interested in the gold prospects of the country, and 
before leaving bought a property which had been opened 
by a miner from the Douglas Island district in Alaska, 
but which had only been worked in a hand to mouth 
manner. He paid $30,000 for the clafm and secured the 
services of a mining expert from the West, who came on 
and made a careful examination of the property. After 
a thorough investigation the expert asked for $50,000, 
two years’ time, and a free hand to develop the mine. 

The money was provided and he went to work. In 
eighteen months he had sunk a shaft 810 feet deep, 
_tapped the old workings, and had driven levels every 
100 feet. Without going any further it was possible to 
take the line and measure 280,000 tons of $7 ore. 
railroad man was offered $280,000 for his bargain by a 
Baltimore company and accepted it. The new company 
put in a thirty-stamp mill, and are still working the 
property at a large profit. At the 800-foot level they 
struck a reef of $14 ore seventeen feet wide. The great 
possiblities for gold mining in Nova Scotia are sho 
by comparing the size of the field with that 
famous Rand district in South Africa. The Nova 
field is from ten to seventy-five miles in width 
miles long, while the Rand is only ten miles 
120 miles long. Operators have been workin 
territory for the past forty years, but only in an 
ferent way.

A. R., LOS ANGELES, writes: “I have for 

M long been an interested reader of “The House 
"Beautiful, in the Los Angeles Times, and have 
received from the articles many valuable suggestions. 
Jam about to move into a new home, not our own, but 
rented, with hard finish white walls, which I wish to 
offset as much as possible with draperies, such as you 
Suggested a few weeks ago for such walls. Now 1 
should like to ask you to please inform me where in Los 
Angeles or Pasadena | can purchase the flowered cotton 
draperies on white or cream ground? 1 recently made 
inquiries for such goods at all the large dry goods and

aware, I always advise them to look at home first, but 
cannot counsel them to hang unattractive materials in 
the houses | wish them to beautify. When I have ad- 
vised hanging the thin white curtains and the flowered 
ones on the same rod, it has been for expediency; it 


is really better to have two rods when one can con- 


veniently do so. The white curtains are set closer 
to the glass than the others and fall well under them. 
in arranging both on one rod, you should run the rod 
through the casing (without upstanding ruffle) at the 
top of the white curtain. Then lightly tack the heavier 
‘stuff in small pleats or gathers, outside of this. The 
flowered cotton should extend only about half way over 
the white on either side, and need not therefore be as 


wide as the white curtains, though there must be some 


kullnees. The small brass rods that I use for drapery 
of this character screw into the small brackets which 
hold them and are not visible beyond the curtain edge. 
Your bay window of these could have all windows fully 
draped with the stuff you wish to use, softly and rather 
close against the panes, then the two outside edges can 
be outlined by hanging a single curtain of the heavier 
stuff as a scarf to sill, or draped back, as you prefer. 
A pretty effect is often obtained by merely catching 
back the thin curtains of the middle window and let- 
ting all these hang straight to sill. If you use only the 
two scarfs, as I suggest, of colored stuff, they should be 
quite full and wide, extending over nearly half of the 
wincow they drape. They can be tacked to the white 
curtain, so that all can be pushed back together.

A Great Deciduous Fruit Section. 


OLUCA, in the San Fernando Valley, just on the 

other side of the Cahuenga Pass, ana about six miles 
from Hollywood, reached by a good and picturesque 
iy road from the latter place, is rapidly coming to the 
1 front as the center of a great deeidubus-fruit-produeing 
and drying section. There are around here about six 
thousand acres of full-bearing deciduous trees, chiefly 
peaches, apricots, prunes and walnuts. : 

The population of this section, in ordinary times, con 
sists of about five hundred people, mostly orchardists 
farming their own lands, the orchards varying in size 
from ten to forty acres. There are two egies two 

rches. a blacksmith shop and a few other buildings 
nape po In the fruit season, which has been 
in full blast for several weeks, on apricots, there is a 
population of about one thousand extra people. They 
are all white people, mostly families who go to help 
handle the crops. The men work in the orchards, pick- 
; ing. and in the drying yards, while the women, children 
and old men cut, pit and spread the fruit on trays in the 
| - gheds. They camp in tents around the drying yards or 
the cannery where they work. There are three large 
driers. That of A. M. Jones is handling about five 
hundred tons of apricots and employs nearly 250 people. 
The Lankershim Fruit-Growers’ Association handles 
about the same amount of fruit, and employs about the 
game number of people. Shrader’s drier has about sev- 
enty people at work, and there are some smaller driers. 
The Toluca cannery, managed by Mr. Taylor of the East 
Side cannery, Los Angeles, also makes a large packing 
and employs a number of hands. 

The packers are now through with the apricot crop, 
which amounted to about fifteen hundred tons. About 
August 15 the peach season will begin, and run until 
about the middle of October. This, it is estimated, will 
amount to about three thousand tons, and a still larger 
number of men and women will be needed to handle it. 

There will also be raised around Toluca about five 
hundred tons of prunes, as well as a large crop of wal- 
nuts. This is rapidly becoming a walnut-growing sec- 
tion, the soft-shell nuts being of fine quality. A stage 

runs regularly between Toluca and Hollywood, and the 
: Southern Pacific also runs to Lankershim siation, which 
is the depot for Toluca.

A Model Sheep Ranch. 


HE N Paso Herald gives the following description 
J of a big sheep ranch in New Mexico: 
N “In the Corrumpaw in Union county, N. M., there is 
7 a model sheep ranch, the conduct of which may prove 
of interest to those readers who do not know how such 
an establishment is run. This is the Wright ranch and 


the watered claims comprising 3000 acres, are so located 


as to give grazing privileges over the whole country. 
There are 15,000 sheep which range over a strip ten 
miles wide and thirty miles long, according to Denver 
Field and Farm. The entire flock right through requires 
one man to each 1000 sheep, besides a foreman and a 
helper at the ranch. During the greater part of the 
year the ewes are run in bands of from 2500 to 3000— 
3 the wethers and yearling ewes in slightly larger bands, 
4 The lambing herd is usually less than 2000 and the 
rams are of course run in a buck herd. It requires 
about five men to the thousand sheep during lambing 
and ordinarily the results are from 80 to 90 per cent. 
Lambing generally commences May 5, and usually lasts 
twenty days. 
“The average cost of help is $18 a month. Shearing 
-eommences™the Ist of July, and usually lasts ten or 
twenty days. Abaut 3 cents a head is paid, although 
there is a tendency on the part of the shearers to in- 
cease the price. The probabilities are that there will 
be a machine shearing plant put in soon. The wether 
flock shears on an average about ten pounds for the 
second and third fleeces. Owing to the introduction of 
English mutton sires to increase the size of sheep, the 
last year’s lambs will not shear this amount. The ewe 
flock averages eight pounds of wool to the head. 

“The average cost of running the sheep is 55 cents a 
head, leaving a nice profit in the wool alone, sold at 
12% cents, the contract price for the season. This profit 
of 45 to 50 cents a head does not include the sale of 
some 2000 or 3000 wethers at $2 or better in the fall, 
It requires twenty-five rams to 1000 ewes. After the 
breeding season is over they are taken by a Spanish 
neighbor, who herds them all the year. except during 
the breeding season, for $25 a month, which price does 
not include the grain furnished by the owner. The 
wool clip will bring something over $12,000 this season.”

NOTHER important industry is being developed in 

- Kern county. The Kern County.Echo says: 
“The Mount Alamo Mining Company, which is prac- 


sixty miles south of Bakersfield, near San Emidio. 

“In conversation with one of the stockholders of the 
company, he stated there is an unlimited amount of mica 
in the vicinity of the Mount Alamo property and a 
great demand for it for manufacturing purposes. 

“So far, this company has shipped two carloads of 
ground mica to the Aliterite Paper Company, San Fran- 
cisco, to be used in the manufacture of fire-proof build- 
ing and wall paper. Orders have been placed for fifteen 
tons per month. From the mine it is teamed into 
Bakersfield and thence by rail. ? 

“The mica is ground at the mine and bolted through 
a forty-mesh cloth, rendering it into what is commer- 
cially termed mica grit. 

“Mica is fire-proof and in a ground state possesses all 
the qualities of asbestos and is much easier to handle. 

“The Mount Alamo Mining Company is contemplat- 
ing manufacturing an indestructible fire brick, by mix- 
ing the grit with clay and burning as an ordinary brick. 
There is also a vast amount of fire clay near San 
Emidio by which this can be done. 

“There are only two mica mines in this country of any 
importance, one in New Hampshire and one in West 
Virginia. 

“It is to be hoped that the new road in contempla- 
tion from Bakersfield to tidewater will be put through 
as rapidly as possible, that the rich minéral land along 
its line may be developed. 

“Kern county is one of the richest mineral counties 


in the State, but it is sadly lacking in transportation 
facilities,”

Prosperous Arizona. 1 


HE following information regarding the condition of 
business affairs in Arizona is given by Charles J. 
George of Los Angeles to Oil, Mining and Finance: 2 

“The prospects of Arizona were never brighter than 
they are now. Mining in the Territory is exceedingly 
active and growing more so. Eastern capital is pouring 
in and a really remarkable development of mineral re- 
souces is under way, and it is certain that some great 
mines will soon be brought out. There is no trouble 
about making money out of mining in Arizona if rea- 
sonably good judgment is used, and far better judgment 
is being employed now than in the earlier stages of 
mining in the Territory, consequently more effective re- 
‘sults are being wrought. An era of railroad building 
has set in in Arizona also, and many districts of great 
mineral richness, but hitherto neglected because of their 
lack of transportation connections, are being made 
easily accessible. In fact, the railroad is proving a fac- 
tor of inestimable importance in the development of the 
Territory's mineral sections. Some of thé railroad con- 
struction has been very expensive; one branch of the 
Pacific and Eastern Railroad, which goes to our Poland 
Extension mine, cost $250,000, over a distance of only 
eight miles. But the railroad builders do not seem to 
mind the expense; they have faith in the country and 
are confident that they are making good investments. 

“The city of Prescott shows in the growth of its busi- 
ness the general prosperity of Arizona. While there last 
I took occasion to talk with some of the leading mer- 
chants, and the consensus of their opinion was that trade 
had increased fully 100 per cent. in the last year.” 

HE following description of a simple and su 
method of holding lemons for a géod market, which 
has been adopted on the 300-acre Limoneira ranch, in 
Ventura county, is from the Pacific Fruit World, 

“The suggestion of F. A. Little, a noted lemon expert 
now with the Arlington Heights Company, that lemons 
could be held quite successfully anywhere in the shade, 
even under pepper trees, providing the ventilation was 
controlled by means of tarpaulin coverings, led Mr. 
Teague to plan a system of handling and holding lem- 
ons, based on the principle of shade and controlled ven- 
tilation with canvas coverings, but carried out on a 
large commercial scale. The shed is 100x300 feet, has 
the usual sloping roof with ventilation at the peak. 
Within the shed are arranged the compartment tents, 
two rows on each side, with a large aisle way in the 
middle. 

“When the Fruit World men arrived at Santa Paula to 
examine the operations thus far, Mr. Teague hastened 
to explain that he had no objection to the matter being 
presented to all the good Fruit World people, yet he 
had not progressed. far enough to offer any advice to 
anyone else, and didn’t know that the same system 
would operate well in warmer valleys, farther removed 
from the coast than Santa Paula is. And while we are 
favorably impressed with the progress made and the 
methods shown, yet the Fruit World has not formed 
any conclusions on the subject and is only, through 
the kindness of Mr. Teague, attempting to let you all 
know what is going on, so that we may be ready for 
the next winter season's operations, if the plan proves 
highly meritorious. |

On his way back from New Orleans he stopped at 
New Salem, a little village on the Sangamon River, and 
very soon he began work in a grocery store there. For 
three or four years after this he was engaged in keeping 
store. Once, when he was only 22 years old, he offered 
himself as candidate for the State Legislature; once he 
went into Northern Illinois to help fight the Indians in 
the Blackhawk war. He did not get elected to the Leg- 
islature, but he made a great many acquaintances and 
friends and he had a great deal of practice in debate 
and in making speeches. At one time he bought a 
grammar and learned all there was in it, so that he 
might improve in the use of language. 

One day a mover in a covered wagon drove up to the 
store. “Say,” he called out to Lincoln, who stood in 
the doorway, “will you buy this barrel of stuff?“ 

“What you got?” asked Lincoln. 

“Oh, some tin pans and some clothes pins and some 
rope.” 

“We've got all those things; we don’t want any 
more.“

“Abe,” he said, “I saw the county surveyor yesterday 
and he told me to tell you that he needed more help, and 


if you would learn surveying he'd give you work.” 


This was good news to Lincoln. He bought a book 
that very day, on the subject of surveying, and with 
the help of the schoolmaster he learned all there was 
in it in six weeks. People who knew him said that he 
studied all day and nearly all night; but he mastered 
the contents of the book and at Once began to earn good 
wages. 

When he was 25 years old, he became again a candi- 
date for the State Legislature, and this time he was 
elected. He kept on studying law, and often his friends 
would see him walking atross the fields, repeating aloud 
what he had studied. 

The store which he and his partner had bought and 
paid for with their notes instead of with money, was 
not a success. The partner died, creditors seized the 
goods, and it was left to Lincoln to pay all the debts. 
It took him years to do it, but he paid every cent, and 
the interest besides. He had been so straightforward 
and fair in All his dealings while he kept the store, that 


| people honored him with a name which has not been 


given, often, to men in business. It was, “Honest Abe.” 
Presently he was admitted to the bar and he began 
to practice law. 
When the State Capitol was removed to Springfield, 
Lincoln went there to live and made that city his per- 


} manent home. 


In 1858 he was a candidate for the United States Sen- 
ate. His opponent was a famous debator and a very 
prominent man in political affairs—Steven A. Douglass. 
The two men went all over the State of Illinois, speak- 
ing before great audiences in debate. Some times there 
were 20,000 people at these “open-air meetings.” They 
were surprised, indeed, to find that this man Lincoln, 
whom few people knew, could make a spéech so earnest, 
sensible, and witty, that the famous Douglass must look 
well to his laurels or another would be wearing them. 
Douglass won in the election, but through this can- 
vass, as it was called, Lincoln had become somewhat 
favorably known throughout the whole country. 

The national Republican convention met in Chicago, 
in the summer of 1860, to nominate the President. The 
delegates were unable to unite on any one man as can- 
didate. At last one of them said: “Why can’t we take 
that Illinois man, Abe Lincoln? He has plenty of good 
common sense, and we are not able to agree on any of 
the other men whose names have deen suggested.“ 
When the delegates from Indiana and Illinois heard this, 
they hurrahed so loud for Lincolm that they made as 
much noise as a pack of wolves after a stag. 

The end cf it was that Lincoln was nominated. He 
made more speeches than ever, now, and he said a great 
deal more about slavery, because that was what inter- 
ested more people just then than any other subject did.

“THREE GENERATIONS TO MAKE A GENTLE- 
MAN” is FACT, NOT THEORY. 


{London Telegraph: Prof. Karl Pearsons, F.R.S., 
who has taken a leading part in founding the doctrine 
of evolution on a statistical basis, explained to a deeply- 
interested audience at the Royal Institution some of the 
results which have been arrived at. Two of these are of 
special importance. It is shown by examination of large 
numbers of persons that mental and moral as well as 
physical qualities are inherited, and to the same extent. 
Taking school children and examining them minutely 
with Tespect to curliness and color of the hair, length, 
breadth and height of the head, color of the eyes, the 
cephalic index, and health on the one hand: and on the 
other testing them for intelligence, vivacity conscien- 
tiousness, popularity, temper, self-consciousness, shy- 
ness, and handwriting, the degree of inheritance in the 
two categories came numerically as close as 521 to 522. 
Secondly, it is proved that two or three generations will 
suffice to create a new stock. | 

Statistics of large numbers show that there is more 
than is often supposed in the saying, “It takes three 
generations to make a gentleman,” and in the expres- 
sion, “Visiting the sins of the fathers upon the children 
to the third and fourth generation. Pedigree in hu- 
manity, as in the lower animals, is a vital factor. Thus 
a family or a nation will certainly progress or degener- 
ate as the issue of heredity. It needs but to repress the 
numbers of the better and higher and to multiply the 
numbers of the lower and less fit for two or three gen- 
erations to make national degeneration terribly real. 
Prof. Pearson’s tabular results showed the universality 
of the laws of inheritance, not only in animals like 
horses and dogs, but in lowly insects and even in plants.

AN UMBRELLA PLAYHOUSE. 
HOW TO MAKE A SHADY NOOK IN WHICH TO 
SPEND VACATION HOURS. - 


[Demorest's Magazine:] This is how to make an 
open-air playhouse of a large umbrella: Tie a strong 
piece of twine securely to the end of each of the ribs 
and tie the loose end of each piece of twine around the 
notch cut in a pointed wooden peg a short distance 
from its top. This will give an umbrella with a fringe

of dangling pegs. Open the umbrella and fasten the 
handle securely to a long, sharp-pointed stick, binding 
the two together with a strong twine. First run one 
end of the twine down the length you intend binding, 
allowing enough to tie at the bottom; then commence 
binding at the top over all three, the umbrella handle, 
the twine and the stick. Wind the string around very

tight and when you reach the bottom tie the twine you 
hold to the loose end of the length under the wrappings. 
Examine carefully and be sure the handle does not 
slide or twist on the stick: then push the point of the 
stick down into the ground at the place decided upon 
for the playhouse. If you are not strong enough to 
erect the house by yourself, ask some companions to 
lend a hand and help sink the stick firmly in the earth. 
When this is accomplished stretch out each length of 


twine in turn and drive the peg in the ground. You 


will need a wide ruffle of some kind of material long 
enough to reach around the outer circle of pegs when it 
falls from the umbrella. The stretched twine will hold 
the ruffle out, forming an odd little playhouse with a 
smooth, round roof and drapery walls. Plait the ruffle 
and pin it on the umbrella with safety pins; also fasten 
it at the bottom to each peg. Newspapers pasted to- 
gether and made of double thickness may take the place 
of woven walls, if more convenient, but be careful in 
handling the paper, as it tears readily. The longer the 
pole the higher you make your house; the longer the 
strings must be, consequently the larger the house.

Copper in Cheese. Es 


‘HE following recently appeared in London Health: 
“The green color of certain kinds of Italian cheese 
is due to the milk having been kept standing in copper 
vessels. During the period of repose the milk takes up 
considerable quantities of copper; indeed, it is custom- 
ary to estimate the degree of acidity attained by the 
milk by noting the gradual disappearance of the bright- 
ness of the highly-polished metallic surface. Dr. 
Mariani has examined twenty-five samples of green 
Parmesan cheese from various places, and has found that 
to about every two pounds of cheese there is present 
from .8 to 3.3 grains of copper.” ; 

It was recently stated in the paper that the Health 
Officer of Los Angeles is engaged in an investigation of 
various kinds of cheese, sold on the local market. It is 
a well-known fact that in Europe it is a common prac- 
tice to simulate the green, mouldy appearance of cheese, 
which is demanded by epicures, by thrusting into the 
cheese brass wires. This practice, of course, is not spe- 
cially condusive to health. In England, the epicure 
thinks that cheese is not fit for consumption until it be- 
gins to craw! around. Not a very appetizing idea, this, 
On the other hand, new cheese, such as is largely con- 
sumed in this country, is difficult of digestion, except 
when taken as the chief constituent of a meal, by per- 
sons whose digestions are vigorous. A small piece of 
“ripe” cheese, taken at the close of a meal, will hasten 
digestion, whereas aew cheese will, at such a time, 
retard it, and throw a heavy task up on the already 
overloaded stomach. However, decayed cheese in any 
form cannot be recommended as a wholesome diet, from 
a hygienic standpoint.

The treatment of goitre is difficult. It is rarely ever 
successfully cured by external application, although it is 
said that a few cases have been cured by the use of 
tincture of iodide. The operation of removing the 
goitre is a dangerous one. 

If the correspondent who makes this inquiry will 
write to the editor of this department, he will be fur- 
nished the name of a Los Angeles physician who has 
made a specialty of the treatment of goitre. 

Backache. 
CORRESPONDENT, C. H. G., writes to ask a cure 
A for “backache.” He is a bricklayer, 56 years old, 
and all right in other respects. 

This inquiry shows how very little the average person 
knows about hygiene and physiology. Backache may 
arise from any one of half a dozen or more causes. It 
is sometimes a sign of kidney disease, although by no 
means always, as the venders of kidney medicine would 
make persons believe. Or it may be the result of a 
strain, from lifting a heavy weight. Or, again, it may 


be rheumatism, or it may arise from accumulation 
of gas in the intestines. ah ae

is a cure for sickness. 

Whatever may be the cause of the trouble, the corre- 
spondent cannot go wrong in following out the natural 
hygienic laws in regard to diet, exercising, bathing, etc.

Toothache 


Toothache ts a penalty of tooth neglect. If everybody 
censulted a dentist at frequent intervals, and if all 
dentists practiced Prophylactic Dentistry, there 
would be almost uo toothache at all. : 
When decay eats through the enamei and into 
the sefter and somewhat porus dentine, the pols- 
enous acids that hawe caused the destruction often 
penetrate even to the nerve cavity, setting up 
inflammation and causing the nerve to throb. The 
same may result from thermal changes, to which 
the nerve is exposed by the depth ef the cavity. 
This is toothache in what we may term the first 
stage I will tell mere about toothache in the talk 
to follow. 


Prophylactic Dentistry. 


Prophylactic dentistry neglects no point that can 
have a bearing on tooth ecenemy or comfort.

filling. Prephylactic dentistry heeds these things, 
properly treats the cavity and reduces to a mini- 
mum the probability of trouble after the tooth has 
been filled.
